AMERICAN PRELATES AGAINST INFALLIBILITY 


The German mail steamship Weser, Captain 


Wenne, from Southampton, England, May 24, ar- 
rived at this port at a very early hour yesterday 
(Sunday) morning, biingme our special correspond- 
ence and files from Europe dated to her day ol sail- 
ing. 
Some oi the mail packages by the U eser were 


delivered at ihe HEKALD BuiUlmc at half-past three 
o'clock m the afternoon. The files—so far as re- 
ceived at that hour—were unopened and in order. 


Tne Paris journals of May 23 and 24 discuss scarce- 


ly any other subject but the Emperor's speech on re- 
ceiving the result of the late vote on the pleblscilum- 
With the exceotion of the Left and the Legitimists, 
the various parties seem satisfied, each applying a 
portion of his Majesty's words to itself. All agree 
m affirming that no dissolution of the Legislature is 
intended, and that nls Majesty spoke with great 
moderation ana dignity. 


The Emperor Napoleon's speech, containing 532 


words, was transmitted rrom Pans to Havre by two 
wires in ten minutes. 


The intelligence from Portugal adds but little to 


the details already given by our cable telegrams. 
Our information comes through two channels—one 
Madrid and the other Lisbon. In the Spanish Corres 
the Minister of the Interior read a telegram which he 
had received from Lisbon. It was to the following 
effect:— 


The Duke de Loulfi refused to countersign the 
nomination of Marshal Saldanha as President of the 
Council, on the ground that the King had suffered 
constraint. The Marshal then offered his resigna- 
tion, which tne King refused to accept, assuung 
him that he possessed nis entire confidence. 


The Paris ffntvers of May 22 has received the fol- 


lowing intelligence from Kome:— 


A conference is spoken of as having taken place 
between Generals Kanzler and Dumont, at TV hicli 
those officers decided upon the course of con- 
duct to be adopted should any disturbance 
take place on the frontier, an event which does 
not seem improbable. The latter officer considered 
it wise to make no movement, and so to avoid a con- 
flict between tne French troops and the rebel bands, 
TV nlch might lead to serious consequences; and the 
other, acrecing with him on the point, has sent part 
of the Monteliascone garrison to the extreme fron- 
tier or the province of Viterbo, and also a company 
of Zouaves and a detachment of dragoons Irom Kome 
to Grossetto by rail\vay- 


A St. Petersburg letter, in the Paris Constitulioii- 


nel, says:— 


A conference was lately held at Geneva, under the 
presidency of a worthy pastor of that town, to ex- 
press sympathy lor the Protestants In Livonia, who, 
according to reports which iv e know to be errone- 
ous, are saiil to be lilnrtere-l In tlie exercise of their 
religion. We can certify that the Protestant faltli, 
which numbers among its followers many digni- 
taries of the empire, is not molested in that or any 
other Russian province. 


The Courrter ae Saigon contains a report from 


Lieutenant Elchler, commander or the French gun- 
boat Couleuvre, describing the cremation of the late 
King of Siam, to which ceremony he had been sent 
to attend officially.

FRANCE. 


Napoleon Receiving tlie Result ot the Plebis- 


cunm—Grand Scene at tue Tnileries—Impe- 
rialism and loyalty—Her Majesty's Speech. 
By the steamship Weser we have received onr com- 


plete reports of the grand scene which took place at 
the Tuileries on the above named eventful occasion,, 
with a complete report of the Emperor's speech. 


The Scene at the Tnilerics. 


[From Galignani's Messenger, May 22.] 


The grand ceremony of presenting to the Emperor 
the official declaration of the result of the late vote 
given by the French people took plaoe to-day, at one 
o'clocK, in the Salle des Etats of the Louvre. The 
scene was one of unusual splendor, and.aHhougn in 
some particulars resembling the great annual sitting 
at the opening of the Legislative session, was infi- 
nitely more minosing. The general arrangements 
of the spacious hall lor tne public Were scarcely 
changed, but some important modifications had 
been effected in the portion of the salle appropri- 
ated to his Majesty and the Court. On this occa- 
sion the Emperor and Empress sat together on 
the throne placed on a raised estrade under a dais, 
with chairs of state for the Prince Imperial, Prince 
Napoleon and the other princes of the Imperial 
family on the right, next the Emperor; while on the 
left, next the Emnress, were similar seats for the 
Princess Clotilda, the 
Princess Mathilde and 
the other 
princesses. 
Behind 
his 
Majesty 
•were to stand the great officers of the crown, 
and behind the Empress the ladles or the imperial 
household and those attending on the various prin- 
cesses. Below the steps and In front of all, on the 
left, was a seat for the Duke de Cambacsres, Grand 
Master of the Ceremonies. On the right and left of 
the throne were benches for the ministers, members 
of the Pnry Council, marshals, admirals, "grand 
crosses of the Legion of Honor, &G. 
m front, on the right, were places for the Senate, 
and behind for the Councillors of state. This ar- 
rangement, ic will be seen, 13 different from that 
generally witnessed when the members of this 
last named body are assigned seats, so to speak, 
on the steps of the tarone. The reason of the 
Alteration is, however, perfectly simple. 
As his 


Ma esty, by the terms of the constitution, is to re- 
ceive the plebiscite from the three great bodies of the 
btate, he^onld not have one of them, as an ordinary 
occasions, close to 6im, and the other two apart. 
Tne whole three would have to come togesier, 
and lieuce the position of the Council ol State 
was forcedly changed. The three Great Holies were 
therefore placed in front and the letters or convo- 
cation to the Counsellors of;State made use of the 
expression—"The President of Section, Masters of 
Kequests Auditors and ordinary members shall 
have places for this time In the body of the hall, be- 
hind ihe Senate." 
on the left, parallel with the Senate, were seats ror 


the legislative body. Behind were places for all 
the deputations, courts of law, Institute of France, 
municipal Council, prefects of 
the Seine and 
Police, high functionaries In the varfons Ministries, 
superior oiilcers of tne army and navy, Chefs-de- 
battalion of the National Guard, &c. The diplo- 
matic body, whien was oat in great strength, occu- 
pied their accustomed places. 
Cent-Gardes were posted on the esirade and at the 
entrance of the hall. As their Majesties arrived 
Irom the Tuillerles by the new galleries no display 
took placo outside beyond the appearance of the 
nandsome equipages which conveyed the great offi- 
cial personages to the sitting. 
The deputation of the legislative body, the presi- 
dent vice presidents and secretaries were conveyed 
to the Louvre in court carnages, escorted by cav- 
•ilr? and after alighting at thePavlllon-Donon, Place 
iviinoleon HI., ascended to tne Galerio dcs Sept 
Metros where they awaited their Majesties' arrival.

mass of uniforms, decorations and richly em- 
broidered costumes became quite overpowering. 
The ftont of tue galleries presented long lines of 
beautiful summer toilettes of the brightest colors, 
and a flood of sunshine brought out vividly Ihe rich 
variety and brilliancy of the scene. 
At about ten minutes before one, a salvo of artil- 
lery from tne Invalides announced that their Majes- 
ties had left the Tuileries on their way to the 
sitting. The various Princes and Princesses of the 
Imperial family had arrived some time before, and 
repaired to the French Gallery to join in the cortege 
when the imperial party came forward. In that ex- 
tensive piece and in the Salle Lebrun the large 
room which leads to the Sallle Ues Etats, a double 
line of Cent Gardes were posted. 
At one o'clock a mosler of the ceremonies threw 


back the hangings from the entrance to the Hall of 
Sittings and announced "The Emperor!" Imme- 
diately every one rose, and the Imperial cortege en- 
tered. First came various officers or the comt 
in lull onUorm, chamberlains, equeries, masters 
of Ceiemomes, Grand Marshal of the Palace; the 
Princes of the imperial family havintrrank at Court, 
Prince Napoleon, the Prince Imperial, tne Emperor 
and Empress, the Princess Clotilda, the Princess 
Mathilde, the other Princesses, ladies and officers of 
the Court, those of the various Princes and Prin- 
cesses. Ac. 
The moment their Majesties appeared the hall 
rang with "rivel'Empsreur!" "rivel'lmperalrice!" 
'Tivele Pnncn imperial!" The cheering continued 
during the whole passage of the imperial cortege to 
the estrade at the end 
of the 
hall. 
Their 
Majesties and the other high personages having 
taken their places, as indicated above, the deputation 
of the legislative bo:ly was introduced by a master of 
the ceremonies, arm M. Schneider, the president, hav- 
ing ascended the steps leading to the throne pra- 
sentedto his-Majesty the official declaration of the 
vote of the French people on May S, ratify ing the 
SCUO.MS consuitum of the 20the of April last.

two years, has just given me a striking proo 
of Its confidence. Universal suffrage, the elements 
of whicii are being continually renewed, neverthe- 
less preserves in its changes a persevering rteter- 
inmation. It has, to direct it iti tradition, the sure- 
ness of its instincts ami the lideuty of its sympa- 
luns. The plebiscite had 
only for object the 
ratification by trie nation of a constitutional reform; 
but, in the midst of the conflict of opinions and In Ihe 
excitement of the contest, the debate was ramefl 
further. We do not resrst thai such should have 
been the case. The adversaries of our institutions 
raised the question between revolution and empire.

Napoleon's Position .After the Plebiscite. 


PARIS, May 23, ISTO. 


There Is no denying that Napoleon III. has had an 


Immense trlumpn, both moral and political. Nearly 
all thinkingpeople condemned the Bmperor ror sub- 
muting the new constitution to a national vote or 
plebiscite. They feared the unknown consequences 
ihat might ensue from the violent agitation into 
which the whole country would be thrown. Worse 
still, they anticipated a great falling off on the ma- 
jority the Emperor obtained in 1852. The actual re- 
sult is nowbefore us. and everybody Is as much sur- 
prised as gratified. France has goae through the 
political ordeal with wonderful decorum. 
No- 


where has the public peace been disturbed, 
with the solitary exception of Paris, where 
all attempt: at rioting have been ludicrously broken 
down. Instead of a great diminution of the popular 
vote in his favor the Emperor has obtained nearly the 
same vast majority he received In 1852. After a 
reign of eighteen years, and after all the clamor 
against him, the masses of France testify, to the 
number of near seven millions and a half out of nine 
millions of voters, that their confldence in his wis- 
dom is not in the least abated. This extraordinary 
vote Is a far greater honor to Napoleon than those 
recorded in 1843,1SS1 and 1852; for this is an en- 
dorsement of all his acts for twenty-two years, when 
he first assumed the reins or power. Besides, the 
country voted in these previous epochs under tne 
pressure or startling events, when Napoleon seemed 
their only escape from downright anarchy. On this 
occasion the public mind was tranquil, and the op- 
position was allowed, both in the press and In public 
meetings, and by every other stimulating appliance, 
to do all they could to add to their own vote and to 
diminish that of the government. Behold the result I 
Seven millions and a half for the Emperor and one 
million and a half for the opposition. Tlie vote was 
ostensibly for a more liberal constitution; bnt as it 
was the Emperor who made the reforms, the ballot 
really turned on )iw popularity with tlie country. 


The effect of this zreat majority is all the more stun- 
ning that it puts the legislative elections of May of 
last year in a new light. 


On that occasion the government candidates re- 


ceived four millions and a naif and the opposition 
candidates three millions and a half. Everybody 
Was forced to conclude from this that Napoleon was 
rapidly declining in national prestige, for the ma- 
jority of his candidates had fallen to a single million, 
whereas In nrevions years the majorities had always 
numbered several millions. 


The effect of the vote of 1869 led the Emperor to 


make a new constitution, thereby diminishing the ab- 
solute power he previously wielded, and it was upon 
this basis he determined, against the wishes and 
advice of all his friends and counsellors, to appeal 
once more to the country, that he might positively 
know if he had lost their conOdence or if he still re- 
mained firm in their affections. It is the adhesion 
given under these circumstances that renders this 
national verdict so important* It puts an end for a 
long time to all talk of a republic in France. It 
utterly extinguishes tne threats of the revolution. 
It consolidates tne dynasty of Napoleon III. and ren- 
ders the succession of his son a logical conclusion. 
You may, Infer, therefore, what advantage, wnat 
satisfaction ant! what relief this memorable plebis- 
cite has given to France. Trade and commerce feel 
they may now expand their wings with safety, while 
the capitalist ceases longer to heed the ravings of 
the revolutionist and will embark without scruple 
in new and multifarious enterprises. Ton can 
comprehend the serene condition of the pub- 
lic mind 
in France 
at 
this moment -from 
recalling the universal calm whictt follows the 
announcement m the United States of the vote lor 
Pre-ldent on the morning after the election. The 
simple fact that all political agitation asiarasthe 
nation is concerned is over, at least for lour good 
years, tranquillizes every breast and imparts a Jrestt 
impetus to business and atfairs in general. Here 
this settling down of the public mind is deeper and 
stronger: for n is not limited to four years merely, 
but extends over all the years that Providence may 
vouchsafe to Napoleon HI., for not a man in France 
but believes now he Is a fixture for life. 


WISER, IP NOT BEITEK. 
This reminds me of a saylne of Ledrn Bollin, who 
lately came to Paris alter tnentyjears of exile, lor 
in 1849 ne attempted to overturn the very republic 
he had aided to found, and, failing to do so, was 
forced to take to his ncela. 
After the amnesty 
of August last he returned to Pans, and passed 
several months here investigating the possmility 
of a new revointion. He was expert at tais busi- 
ness, ror he has passed his whole life at it. In per- 
fect disgust, it appears, he decided a few weeks ago 
to abandon Paris and go again to foreign parts. He 
dined tne night previously with a lot of his revolu- 
tionary d»sclples, and was asked for his honest 
opinion or the state of things in France. His words 
are oracular, and fell like a death-knell on ni= crazy 
follower?. He said:—"The selfish interest of France 
is so deeply involved in the continuance of the pre- 
sent state of affairs that it is quite impossible to up- 
set the empue." What this disinterested patriot 
stigmatizes as the "selfish interest of France'1 simply 
means its trade, commerce, industry, manufactures 
ana 
agriculture. 
All these have bsen enor- 
mously prosperous under the government of Napo- 
leon HI., and it surprises and horrifies the re- 
nowned demagogue, LeJru Rollin, that their vari- 
ous representatives will not enthusiastically jump 
into the abyss of a new revolution at his bidding, in 
order to make him President of another French 
republic. These selfish people don't see it as Ledru 
BolHn does, and in consequence he pronounces an 
anathema and shakes the dtutof Pans from his feet. 


THE FUTURE—WHAT IS CODING. 
I have said enough of the pZeoiscize and its results 
to give you a fair notion of the present condition of 
things, and now I will turn briefly to the early 
future. Let me, however, mention one more inci- 
dent o£ a statistical kind, but conveying a meaning 
of much import. It has reference to tne number of 
voters who abstained in the various appeals to ihe 
country made by Napoleon. For instance, in 1848, 
over two millions and a half refusea to vote; m 
1851 over one million seven hundred thousand did 
likewise; in 1852 over one million six hundred thou- 
sand ditto; but in the pieDltcite ol Hay 8 less than 
eight Hundred thousand abstained from the polls. 
Tuis is a strklng fact. 
By the way, I must not forget to speak of another 
incident that has attracted a good deal of attention, 
ana Is the only grain ol coniiort left for the dis- 
pirited revolutionists. The vote of the army against 
ihe new constitutloa amounts to 48,000, and this is 
no gieat thing in an army of over a million of men. 
Stilt it surprises many that such an imposing force 
as this should vote la opposition. Some people in- 
terpret it to mean that soldiers are opposed to con- 
stitutions and believe only m the sword, while others 
moru eagery conclude that there is a deal of discon- 
tent m the army at the ueace policy of the Emperor. 
If his Majesty put a war with Prussia to the vote 


of the army, you may bet lie would not have a dozen 
votes m the negau\ e; but then the ''selfish inter- 
ests," as Ledru Kolllu calls the trade and industry 
of France, demand peace, and the conieinence is 
the French army goes into sulks and plumps down 
43,000 votes against the Emperor's new constitution. 
"Put that in your pipe and smoke it," says the war- 
like son of Gaul, and the luckless Emperor is obliged, 
by the aforesaid "selfish interests," to go on smoking 
the calumet or peace, though ne would IIEC a whacx 
at the Piussiansas much as any vieux moustache 
among tnem. 


THE "REDS" AS TI1EY ABE. 
One single word more of the plebiscite, and that 
has reference to the infuriated Rochefort and his 
sciiool. The tremendous vote lor tne empire has not 
struck him dumb nor deprived his pen of all power. 
Though still locked up in prison lie is allowed to sup- 
ply his paper with his daily opinions of men and 
things. In wrltin? about tne vote of the agricultu- 
ral population he loses all patience and he speaks of 
them as "tlie besotted herds ol an ignorant popula- 
tion who are driven to the polls." It is all i ery well 
for M. Thiers, who is no democrat, to speak of the 
people aa "a vile multitude," but for a rert-hot re- 
publican like the Viscount llochefort to use such, a 
phrase aa the "besotted herds," why, it is really 
shocking. 
If the "besotted herds" in question 
were quietly asked by tlie contemptuous Roche- 
fort why they voted for the empire, doubtless 
they would practically reply that, having invested 
all their precious savings in the various national 
loans brought out by tlie astute Napoleon, they felt 
they were doing a sensible thing m sustaining the 
empire which contained their little all. It strikes 
me this is very sagacious, and proves tlio. peasants 
01 France kuo\v perfectly well what they are at; but 
Hocliefort suraly does not, or he would use dliier- 
ent language when speaking of the representatives 
of the suffrage. However, the unfortunate re\ olutiou- 
Ists have got a terrible tlmmp on the nose, and they 
must be allowed to give vent to their rage in a little 
bad language. 1 nave finished, at last, with the 
plebiscite, and am ready to tell you many other 
more interesting things; but I a-n obliged to close my 
letter or iniss the mail. So au, reuoir till the next 
steamer. 


ENGLAND. 


TLe Woman's lliiihtu Question—Hopeful Kx- 


pccta£ion9 buc a. Parliamentary Defeat— 
The New DIalo Lemlcr of the Cause—The 
Debate and Division in the Moose of Coin** 
ultras. 
, 


LONDON, May 21,1870. 


Jnst at the very moment when they felt themselves 


most assured of victory the advocates of what are 
popularly Known aa "woman's rights" have sus- 
tained a crushing and ignominious defeat. The bill 
ror conferring the electoral franchise npon women 
has been thrown out by an immense majority, and 
the question which was originally raised by the great 
philosopher, Mr. Stuart Mill, has, for this session at 
all events, received its quietus. 


FlnsheJ with the success of last year, when un- 


marned women possessed or property In their own 
right were admitted to vote in municipal elections, 
the Parliamentary champions of the fair sex resolved 
this year to extend their operations. Strange to say, 
they elected the most effeminate man m the whole 
nonse to be their chief and to fight the battle 
which they had in contemplation. 
This weak 


and 
vacillating individual was 
none 
other 


than Mr. Jacob 
Bright, 
brother 
of 
John, 


and representative or the important constitu- 
ency of Manchester. In one sense it was, perhaps, 
particularly appropriate that to his hands should 
have been committed the task of leading tie van on 
behalf of the women. He seems half a woman him- 
self, and he oflers quite a striking contrast 
to 
his 
robust, manly and rather imposing 


brother. 
Hia bodily presence Is 
contemptible, 


his voice is weak ana quaking, and in per- 
sonal characteristics at least no looks the last 
man in the House to be entrusted with a difficult 
cause or to straggle in intellectual encounter with 
the able and powerful opponents of the so-called 
woman's rights. In another sense, however, it 
seems as if the advocates or the fair sex were aban- 
doning ail their chances of success by confiding the 
question to one of so little influence and of snch 
miserable debating powers as the relative of the 
president of the Board of Trade. 


Fortune, however, for a time appeared to smile 


upon the choice. Contrary to all expectations, Mr. 
Bright succeeded in snatching a victory from be- 
tween, as It were, the very teeth of the (toyernment. 
Ho carried the second reading of his bill by a narrow 
majority, and in spite of the- protestations or the 
Ministry. Mr. Stuart Mill and his party raised quite 
a shout of jubilation over the matter, believing that 
the time was at hand when women were to be re- 
leased from tnel&ocml thraldom and made eligible 
for voting at the hustings. Mr. Gladstone, on the 
other hand, felt somewhat keenly the humiliation of 
having been beaten upon a subject which he had de- 
clared was not yet right for legislation. He accord- 
ingly made a great "whip," ana when the motion 
for going into committee upon the bill came on for 
discussion, early on Friday morning, ho threw the 
whole weight of the Ministerial forces Into the scale 
of the opponents. As Is usual after midnight, and 
a topic lu controversy is anticipated, every 


bench and gallery lu the House was crowded, and 
the members were in that noisy and turbulent hu- 
mor which so 
often 
characterizes them after 
dinner. 
Mr. Bouderie. who led the assault, 
with a resolution for the rejection of the measure, 
could scarcely make way with his speech on account 
of the frequency and vehemence of the cheering. 
Every "point" which ne made, every "hit" which 
he planted, was received with rapturous gratula- 
tion, and for a time It appeared as though the 
honoraole gentleman were speaking out of a whirl- 
wind. He drew a very lively and humorous picture 
of the flirtations and scandals that were likely to 
arise at the hustings and po'ilngr booths. Women, 
he argued, would be utterly unsesed by giving them 
the franchise; they would lose their modetty and 
purity, and would revolutionize the whole tone and 
standard of English politics. To say that the minis- 
teiialista received 
his diatribe with 
enthu- 
siasm would' convey but a faint impress.on of what 
actually occurred. 
They absolutely yelled and 
shouted thtlr approval, and at times looked 
more like men 
who would have liked to 
nave .tried personal conclusions with their ad- 
versaries than to have settled the question witn 
honest argument and friendly disputation. Those 
who supported the measure were, on the other hand, 
mnch less demonstrative. They argued the case 
very temperately, insisted that no just reason 
existed for excluding women from voting for 
members of Parliament, and quoted from American 
books and American experience in order to justify 
their demands. 
The House, however, was in one of its wild moods 
and refused to listen to the voice of the charmer. 
Women, it was argued, would, if they got votes, be- 
come in course of time members of Parliament. 
Honorable gentlemen waxed quite merry over this 
probability, anu when they had exhausted their 
mirth they put down all further talk by clamor and 
cried lustily for a division. Two o'clock struck as 
the numbers recording tne defeat of the bill were 
read aloud, and there was raised quite a shout ot 
triumph over the untimely fate of a bill which, if it 
did not add mnch to the Senatorial edification, had 
at least been the source of mnch amusement. 


THE laiSH IAHO BILL. 
Much to the astonishment of everybody, and of no 
one more so than of Mr. Gladstone nimsetf, the Irish 
bill is actually making progress, and the prospect is 
now Deccmrng more hopeful of its being In the hands 
of the Lords by Whitsuntide. Part flrst has bean 
passed, and' a plunge has been made into part 
second, which promises very favorably. The secret 
of this progress is disgust. Members are beginning 
to be weary ot the whole subject. Compensation, 
arbitration, Ulster custom, evict'on, 
conacres, 
limited owners, leases, and tne rest of ic, have been 
dinned into their ears for the past two months, and 
they have got heartily sick of the whole subject. The 
very name of the Irisn Land bill is beginning to 
smell in their nostrils, and they are prepared almost 
to do anything, either to get the subject settled 
out of hand or to escape from It altogether. 
Accordingly the attendance during the last few 
nights that the measure has been on for discus- 
sion has been very small, and the clauses have con- 
sequently been pushed forward. Eveu Mr. Glad- 
stone himself is becoming sieK of the eternal itera- 
tion, anJ Has been wisely abstaining from interfer- 
ing as much as he did some weeks aso. 


"THE EDUCATION J3ILI~ 


A strong effort is to be made by government to 
frame snch amendments to the Education bill as 
shall pfease both sides of the house. If the question. 
In dlipuw can be at all compromised they will be 
glad lo do so; but it is my opinion the difficulties 
in the way are too great to be immediately over- 
come. Even should the Commons pass the bill, 
the Lords are uot likely to pass it this session. 


The Cnzistian Conference in America—"Hand- 


ing Off" the Papal Council—"JLoiIiair" an 
"Anti-Romanist." 


[From the London News, May 24.] 


A public meeting was held yesterday at, the Man- 
sion House, to take Into consideration the proposed 
Conference, to be held at the Invitation of Chris- 
tians, at New York, in the month of September 
next. The Lord Mayor was m the chair. The 
company included Lord Chichester, Lord Alfred 
Churchill, the Bishop of Ripon, the Rev. T. Binney, 
Mr. Keunaway, M. P., the Rev. Dr. Stoughton, ie. 
The Lord Mavor, in opening the proceedings, ex- 
plained that, although the meeting was called by the 
friends of the Evangelical Alliance, it was riot a 
meeting of that body, since many present, like him- 
self, were not members of it. His own opinion was, 
that this invitation 
from America snonld be 
answered by tlie Whole people of England, 
and that could best be done by a meeting 
held in London, at tne Mansion Honse, and 
presided, over by 
the 
Lord 
Mayor. 
Our 
common protestantism was no doubt overlaid by 
a great amount of noise, and the time was come 
when calmly and quietly as Christians they should 
submit that there was such a thing left in the world 
as a sound, old Protestantism. (Cheers.) It was 
their duty to uphold the evangelical strength of ti.e 
people of America. 
The Rev. Dr. Sleane explained how the meeting 
had arisen, and reviewed the Conferences previously 
held lu London, Pans, Berlin, Geneva and Amster- 
dam. 
The Earl of Chichester moved that the meeting 


havinu heard with mnch interest the statements ex- 
plaining the objects and arrangemeis for carrying 
out ttte proposed Comerence of Christians of various 
lands, about to be held in the Cniteil States, are of 
opinion 
that 
there 
are Inaications 
in the 
present day, especially In ihj state of Chris- 
tian Europe, that lonitty call for united action 
on 
the 
part 
of 
all who 
love the 
Lord 
Jesus Christ in spirit 
and In truth. 
They 
hail, therefore, with satisfaction the projected Con- 
ference as likely in their judgment to exercise a 
beneiiclal influence upon nations, and upon the 
Cnurch of God throughout the world." He agreed 
that the present times '.vere such that there was a 
peculiar obligation upon ail Christians to endeavor 
to unite more than they had ever hitherto done. 
The Bishop ol Ripon, In seconding Ciie resolution, 
said that although not .1 member of the Evangelical 
Alliance ne sympathized with the present movement, 
because he believed the couterence would be a most 
important manifestation to the world of tne aeep 
unity which existed among real Christians. Protest- 
ants were often taunted with a want of unity, and it 
was said the only church which possessed unity 
was the corrupt and apostate Church of Rome. 
That assumption was utterly false. However mucu 
Protestants might be divided upon non-essentials, 
they were agreed npon all fundamental articles ot 
faith; and tne points upon which they agreed were 
more than those upon which they dinered. The ap- 
proacUmg conference, ne believed, would be a wit- 
ness to Protestant truth and a proof that it was not 
a mere negation. (Cheers.) 
The Kev. T. Binney supported the motion. He 
had oeen honored by a direct invitation to the Con- 
ference, aud very much regretted his inability to 
make the necessary effort. It was exceedingly ap- 
propriate that wblle a Council was sitting 
at 
Home, 
with 
the 
object 
of 
spreading 
all 
over 
the 
world 
a 
system 
of 
error 
and 
superstition, 
a 
Conference 
of 
Evan- 
gelical Protestants should be held in the New World. 
He was much obliged to Mr. Disraeli lor his ex- 
tended parable, "Lothair,'1 wJiicfi was one of the 
finest antt-Koinanist puVlicatiorts he had aver seen. 
(Laughter and cheers.) 


On the motion of Mr. Macfle, M. P., seconded by 
Dr. Blackwell, and supported by Mr. Kennaway, M. 
P., thanks were voted to the Americans for their 
kind invitation, and nopes were expressed that the 
peace, and amity, and Christian chanty, which both 
countries desired, would be mach strengthened Dy 
ths Conference. 
A vote of thanks to the Lord Mayor, on the motion 
cf Lord Alfred Churchill, the Hon. Mr. Jocelyn, and 
the Rev. Mr. Jobson, President of the Wesleyan Con- 
lerence, concluded the proceedings. 


IRELAND. 


Electoral A0Ua.tion and Bitter Party Feel- 


ins—Tone of the Tlpperory Men—Pt jests 
and tiie People ia Xionsford—Mr. Gabcrne 
anil Mr. Smith in "Waterford—Fenians and 
Orangemen in Union* 


BALLYCAKEW, May 18, 1870. 


Great excitement as well as party feeling and 


bitterness have prevailed In different parts of 
Ireland owing to a few elections and election 
petitions which have taken place within the last 
few months. Ever since Mr. Gladstone refused to 
liberate the Fenian prisoners the national party In 
Ireland have left nothing undone by which they 
could annoy him and embarrass his government 
They succeeded for a time in bringing his Irish 
policy into contempt ana in making his administra- 
tion unpopular, and although he is still unpopular 
with the national 
party 
he 
has, 
by the 


sincerity and determination he has shown to 
grapple with ffle Irish, difficulty, gained nu- 
merous friends in this country. 
For a while 


the nationalists seemed to triumph, and Mr. Glad- 
stone appeared to be the discomfited party, but he 
annihilated his Irish enemies and became once 
more master of the situation by the Coercion act. 
If that act has not added to his popularity it has at 
least subdued his enemies, though it is to be feared 
it will fail in putting an end to crime or in establish- 
ing the reign oforder. 


The flrst collision between the government and the 


national party took place at the second, or last, Tip- 
perary election, when O'Donovau Rossa was re- 
turned over the government candidate, Mr. Denis 
caulfleld Heron, brother-in-law to Mr. Justice Fitz- 
gerald and to the present Attorney General. Mr. 
Heron might have claimed and would have obtained 
the seat on petition, but did not, as he alleged, wish 
to interfere with the choice of the people. This dis- 
interestedness on Mr. Heron's part ought certainly 
to nare given him a strong claim to tne support of 
the electors when Rossa's election was declared 
void, but, strange to say, he was as unpopular after 
as he was before. The people knew he was one of 
the first men at the bar, and they believed ne sought 
the honor of a seat In Parliament not to support 
their claims and interests, bnt to obtain promotion 
for himself. Mr. Heron is pretty certain of being the 
next Solicitor General for Ireland, but It is very 
doubtful 
whether 
ha would have 
been pro- 


moted so soon had he not fought the battle of the 
government in 1'ipperary, Ho waa 
suspected 


of being over anxious to obtain the professional re- 
wards of nls more successful brothers-in-law, and 
this the men of Tipperary did not like, as they gave 
him, when he tried his chance a second time, bnt the 
small majority of four votes. And even this ma- 
jority, small as it is, is not considered a corrector 
genuine one, aa tne validity of 'his election is dis- 
puted ana will berried In a few days. 


LIBERALISM. 
I am inclined to think that Mr. Heron has been 
treated ratner 
badly by the nationalists. He 
is 
one of 
the 
most 
honorable inea 
at 


the 
Irish 
bar. 
In 
politics 
he 
Is 
an 
advanced 
liberal. 
Indeed, 
he 
might 
be considered a nationalist, for, ever since he 
entered Trinity College as a student, to the present 
moment, he has steadily and honestly artherea to 
the national cause. During the short period he Has 
sat in Parliament all his votes have been recorded for 
the people. He was one or the twelve Iri=h members 
who voted against the government on the Land bill 
and Coercion act. Up to the present, it must be 
acknowledged to Mr. Heron's credit, that his Par- 
liamentary career is such as the most exacting con- 
stituency might be satisfied with, and this cannot be 
said of all our Irish liberal members. 


NATIONALISM. 


The opposition he received from the national party 
in Tipperary was organized, for tne most part, by 
the friends and adherents of the Irishman news- 
paper, and that opposition waa, beyond all doubt, 
determined, "powerful and successful. The friends 
and adherents of the Nation newspaper, not to 
be outdone br the supporters of the Irishman, 
tried to defeat the government candidate m 
LongforJ 
by putting forth a nationalist In 
the person of John Martin, of '48 notoriety. 
I 
call Mr. Martin a nationalist in contradistinction 
to the term Fenian, to which he haa a most decided 
objection, though for my part I am candid enough 
to acknowledge myself unable to discover what dif- 
ference there is between a man holding Mr. Mar- 
tin's opinions and those held by a genuine member 
of the brotherhood. Butwhetner nationalist or Fe- 
nian, Mr. Martin was put forth by a section of tne 
national party as their candidate for Longford in 
opposition to a liberal member, the son of Lord 
Grevllle. 
A terrific 
contest ensued between 
the Dnests and the nationalists, • the bitterest, 
the most hotly contested, tnat has in 
all 
probability ever taken,place on Irish soil. Both 
parties were In the wrong, but the priests, In my 
opinion, were the more laulty. They succeeded, it 
is true, in returning their candidate with an over- 
whelming majority; but I think they might well ex- 
claim, in the language of Pyrrhus, "Another such 
victory and I am undone." They accepted, wnat the 
priesthood of Ireland were never known to accept 
before, the otace of paymasters to Lord Greville. 
They spent several 
thousand pounds of his_ 
money, not, however, in bribing, 
bus 
in 
treating, the electors and non-electors. 
It was 
proved that that money was employed in making 
the people drank; the strangest revelations were 
made during the election petition, which, as might 
Be expected, resulted in upsetting the Hon. Mr. Gre- 
vule. It would be impossible to convey to you an 
adequate Idea of the feeling of bitterness by whictt 
the opponents in this contest were actuated. It was 
kept alive too. uniortnnately, bv the tone of sar- 
casm which the radical papers aUoptea towards tne 
priests, and which it has since continued without in- 
terruption. 


TOP.Y-FENIANIS1T. 


When the seat became again vacant the Hon. King 
Barman offered himself as a candidate on Torj- 
Feaian principles, and he was ably sustained by tne 
.national pi ess; but the electors, doubting the siacer- 
ity of his professions of love for Ireland, set him 
aside, and elected on JWaaylast. by a large majority, 
another son of Lord Greville m his stead. 


BERKAL OSBOENE. 
In Waterford the nationalists made a very spirited 
fight against the facetious ueraal Osbome. A large 
section of the electors and all tne non-electors were 
in favor of Mr. Smith, the national candidate. But 
the Englishman was successful. Mr. Smith pleaded 
his case with the greatest ability, and if a life-long 
adherence to the cause 
of 
nationality was 
worth, 
anything, 
he 
undoubtedly 
deserved 
the 
seat. 
Had 
he 
been 
successful, 
and 
I 
regret 
he 
was not. Waterford 
would 
have a representative at once able and patriotic, wno 
would, I doubt not, have done good service in Par- 
liament to the Irish people. Mr. Smith Is a man of 
great abiUty and experience, has lived in both hemis- 
pheres, suffered for his country more than twenty 
years ago, and naturally expected that his unswerv- 
ing devotion to the "good old cause" wooia have 
eu-en him strong claims upon the men of 
Waterford. 
He was, too, I 
believe, 
the 
trusted friend and fellow laborer, in 1848, of 
Thomas Francis 
Meagher, Sr., who was a 
Waterford man, ana who represented nls native city 
in Parliament. Still he was rejected by a few votes 
only, and the Englishman wns sent to enliven the 
debates m St. Stephen's with his joke?. 
I am very far from flunking that Mr. Osborne is 
nnflt to represent Waterford. 
On ihe contrary, 
Englishman as he is, he has shown for a quarter of a 
century m Parliament a real, earnest disposition to 
remove Iiish grievances. In fact his votes on Irish 
questions were the cause of his unnonnlanty m Eng- 
land, and of his rejection for English constituencies. 
He is a man of great,influenca, of immense wealth, 
of ability and eloquence, and all these mental and 
material qualifications are, m my opinion, guided 
by an honest heart and patriotic Intentions. Like Mr. 
Heron, Mr. Osborne is one of that noble band of 
Irish representatives who have, though followers of 
Mr. Gladstone, voteJ against the Bovennment when 
passing the measure of coercion for Irefand. 
STILt SOUTH. 
In Mallow also, the nationalists supported Major 
Knox, the proprietor or ihe Insh Times, though, the 
Major is a tory of the "true blue" color. He was re- 
jected twice within the last two months, the first 
time in favor of Mr. Munster, a liberal, and after- 
wards in favor of Mr. Waters, Q_. C., brother-in-law 
or 
the 
Lord. Chancellor, who is 
admitted 
on all hands to be the most popular gentle- 
man who ever nlled that high position. 
In 
vain 
the 
Major 
paraded, 
day alter day, 
the streets of Mallow wita a conservative gentle- 
man on one arm and a nationalist on the other; in 
vain he spent his money in wholesale among the 
electors; in vain he soumlea his own praises in his 
own orean, tlie Irtsti limes; the constituency 
would not have him on any terms, and his opponents 
were triumphant. 


FEN1ANISH AND OKANGEISJI. 


If there is one thing more than another likely to 
bring the cause of nationality in Ireland into con- 
tempt it is that unnatural union—which has taken 
place so frequently of late—between the nation- 
alists and trie Orangemen. 
This is, at best, 
a mere mechanical union brought about by the 
exigencies of party for au unjust and nnnoly pur- 
pose. No one is tool enough to believe in the sincerity 
01 such a uuion. Botu parties take diametrically

NAPLES, May 17, ISTO. 


The farcical attempt at revointion in the little 


town of Fiiadelria, Calabria, has drawn the attention 
of the Neapolitans from the painful news from 
Greece ana the late election in France. 


The attempt was, indeed, truly ludicrous; but the 


fact Is patent to the most superficial observer that 
the taxation of Sie Florence government Is not popu- 
lar—is decidedly unpopular. "The untold bless- 
ings" that the people hoped to find when King 
"Bmnba" "skedaddled" have not made their ap- 
pearance, and the screw of taxation Is being gently, 
but quietly, put on the people. 


The dissatisfaction here Is increasing, and crime 


is keeping step with the discontent. We are aware 
that many angry manifestations have taKen place In 
many parts of Italy, which have been promptly snp- 
pressed by the bayonet Many more will take place 
If the government do not attend to the exigencies of 
the day and leave rant ana rhetoric to the dreamers.

lives in the district, is engaged in mining operations 
there.

the republican banner In Flladeifla. Parties here 
who ought to know deny that Menot 1 offered assis- 
tance to the Syndic.

Our Shillyshally, Halting Policy-General 


Banka Needing a Spur—Danger* of Farther 


Delay in Hecognizing Cuba—A Change of 


Baaa Not Necessarily Causing a 


Change of Premiers-Why Secre- 


tary Fish Need Not Resign. 


WASHINGTON, June 4, 1870. 


Poor struggling Cuba—which, according to some, 


Is on Its very last legs now, ami, according to otn- 
ers, possesses Jnst as mncii fighting vigor as ever— 
has been kept very prominently before the public 
for over two weeks oy the spicy debates to Con- 
gress, the publication of BanKs1 report and the con- 
flicting rumors from Havana. The confident pre- 
diction that Congress would do something in the 
line of asserting a bold national policy on the sub- 
lect has not been fulfilled. Procrastination, the insid- 
ious thief of time, Is at work with oar lawmakers. 
In this vital bnsmess of aid to Cnba the policy seems- 
to be delay, delay, delay. "Let as first dispose ot 
onr tariff," says one member. "0, yes, yon have- 
our sympathy, and we will display it m a tell- 
ing 
manner. 
Bnt let 'us 
alone until 
we 


fix np the -redaction of taxes," says 
an- 


other. 
"I 
am 
with 
yon, 
heart 
and 


soul," says a third; "but you Snow we cannot neg- 
lect the appropriations. The government can't De> 
ran at the end of this month unless we shall have> 
voted it pecuniary supplies." In the mean time,, 
while all these sympathetic protestations and pro- 
mises are being made, a cargo or pickaninny, little- 
legislative measures is floated through Congress, 
and yet the cry about Cuba Is "Wait, wait, -wait." 
'Hava a little panence." "Give us a little more 
tune." 


Was ever such a miserable, dilly-dallying policy 


pursued by a great government before on a question 
of such vital importance to its own Interests ? Was- 
ever such shameful neglect committed? Here we- 
are, tlie greatest and freest Power 
on tne- 


globe. Our boast is that we have a heart, 
big enough to sympathize and arms lusty enough, to 
succor all the struggling nationalities of the globe 
In their efforts against tyranny. And yet here at; 
our very doors is a little people battling in the same 
cause as impelled onr forefathers to contend with 
Old England, battling nobly, too, for sixteen, or 
eighteen months against the oppression of cruel 
and rapacious rulers, while we refuse to give them; 
even a word of national cheer and encouragement. 
Worse still, our own American citizens are but- 
chered in Cuba without cause, by the bloodthirsty 
Spaniards, and when two sterling representatives, 
Use Logan and Voorhees, call loudly and eloquently 
for action the reply is, wait for the tariff, Hold np till 
we fix the tax or tarry yet a little while till we 
adopt the appropriations. 


Congressman Voorhees well told his fellow mem- 


bers the other day that our government could take s, 
lesson from Great Britain, who never failed to pro- 
tect her citizens, the wide world over, promptly and. 
thoroughly, boldly and firmly, never stopping till 
she recovered justice or enforced satisfaction. Mr. 
Voorhees' description of the style in which England, 
punished the Abyssinian Theodore for outrages to 
British subjects ought truly to make Americans 
blush for the impunity with which then-brethren, 
have been harassed and butchered on a soil almost 
within sight of their own territory and belonging to 
a weak and tottering despotism. 


With so many causes of grievance against Spain 


for the deliberate and cold-blooded murder of inof- 
fensive Americans, it is worse than neglect to allow 
a moment's delay in demanding adequate indemnity. 
It exposes us to the charge of being mean-spirited; 
and lacking in. that high sense of dignity whiclt 
places national honor before dollars and cents, which, 
isnores every trifling consideration, even such as the 
mighty Schenck's mighty tariff and the stalworth. 
Dawes' appropriations, when s uctt great issues are at 
stake as the immunity of an American citizen, 
abroad. 


Don't it seem a Dare possibility that the great 


American nation would pardon its Congress if it 
would lay aside for a few days, aye even for a week, 
its dreary monotones concerning finance, taxation, 
ways and means and the like, and enter heart and 
soul with the spirit of '78 and 1812 into this business 
of Spanish insults to its nag and Spanish slaughter 
of its citizens, ft really seems as though such a 
thing were possible, and that the consequence would 
not be aa entire disarrangement of the executive, 
legislative and Judicial economies. 
But to be serious. I am almost despairing of Banks. 
He is too slow apparently, or too scary of defeat. 
If you ask him when he is going to press the fight 
on his resolution and report, he answers:—"Just aa 
soon as 1 can gee a chance." "Why don't yon do it 
now?" joa may chance to Inquire farther. "Oh, 
•well," Banks replies, "I don't want to risk a defeat, 
I want to bring up the matter when the whole 
House 
will 
give 
me 
its 
attention 
ana 
when I won't be clashing with other interests." 
And so Banks 
goes on from 
day to-day, 
losing chances and perilling the cause of Cuba 
itself. For suppose while Banks procrastinates 
some overwhelming disaster should fall, upon the 
Cuban patriots—some disaster which would crusa, 
out the rebeilllon altogether—what good would then 
be his report and resolution ? Of what avail his gen- 
erous sympath lea, his eloquent sentences and splen- 
did intentions? The golden opportunity would be 
lost, and perhaps forever. Tne "ever faithful" 
would be fettered more strongly than ever by their 
Spanish masters and the noble aspirations of a gal- 
lant people for independence effectually destroyed. 
It is possible thai General Banks may pluck np 


sufficient courage to ask next week the attention of 
the House to this subject, an attention wnlcn I feel 
confident would be denied by not more tlian a-tlozeu. 
members. But 1 fear He will wait snil longer, until 
Logan and Voorhees spur him on to action. 


WHAT LOGAN AND VOOKHEES TBOPOSE. 
I have Informed you already aa to the programme- 
agreed upon, and I now repeat it. It Is the Inten- 
tion of Logan and Voorhees, should Banks let the= 
matter drag until Monday week, to call it up thein- 
selves on that day, and beg the House to give it im- 
mediate consideration. Then General Banks may 
be sure he will get Ms long looked for opportunity, 
and if he fails to improve it he will hare no one to 
blame but himself. I am unwilling to believe that 
ihe House will fail to sustain him in resolutions 
urging recognition of the Cubans, ana demanding 
indemnity of the Snaniards for their insults to the 
flag and outrages upon the citizens ol the United 
States. I feel confident that should such resolutions 
pass the House they would be concurred in by the 
Senate, spite of whatever opposition Mr. Scunner 
might make; and I have good assurances that then, 
Congress having nlamly spoken its will, President 
Grant would gladly change his policy and 
seize the 
occasion to add new laurels 
to 
his name by upholding the honor and sacred charac- 
ter of onr flag and citizenship in snch manner as the 
exigencies of the case require. In doing so he would 
only be faithful to his promises when ne took the 
oath ol office. Tiien he solemnly declared lie would 
hold to no policy not in unison wita the popular 
will. 


KSH SEED NOT RESIGN. 
In the event of such a happy accord occurring be- 
tween executive and legislative It would not follow 
necessarily that Secretary Fish should resign. In- 
deed, in common fairness I think ft Is due to Mr. 
Fish to state that he Is not the stubborn man people 
suppose. He has not single-handed and alone con- 
tended for the past do-nothing policy toward Cuba. 
In pursuing the course he did he had the confidence 
and approbation of the President Should Congress, 
therefore, demand a change in that policy 
the responsibility therefor, for weal 
or for 


woe, 
would be npon Congress, not upon Fish. 
The latter would not feel huffed; he would not con- 
sider It necessary to throw up his portfolio, any 
more than General Gjrant would consider it incnm- 
bent npon hiciseir to resign the Presidency. I make 
thS explanation because some people think that the 
President hesitates to declare for Cuba only because 
of his friendship for Fish, and his unwimnghess to 
mortify the latter or to take a step rendering neces- 
sary the withdrawal of his Premier. It Is but &. 
sorry compliment to the President to suppose that 
he would sacrifice the will of the whole nation, IES- 
interests and honor, for the sake of one Cabinet 
minister or the whole of them. I have reason to- 
know that both the President and Secretary Flsb, 
would hail as a decided relief any action by Congress- 
which would transfer from the shoulders of the ad- 
ministration the responsibility of change In a policy 
which they nave conscientiously believad to be just 
and proper. Let, therefore, General Banks hurry 
up his report, which the whole country has now 
read, and let Congress bacs him up heartily in what- 
ever recommendations he may make, provided they 
go far enough in assertion of American honor.

A HINT TO THE DOMISION.—The General 


Court of Massachusetts proposes to resolve 
"that it will c'ordially sympathize with all 
those who favor the union of the British North 
American provinces with the government and 
people of the United States." This is perhaps 
too late to comfort the Fenians, who no doubt 
would have adopted such a purpose for the 
sake of sympathy, but it may be taken in 
Canada as indicating a tendency. 


THE FESNOH POSTAL TBOOTLE.—The want 


of proper postal facilities between the United 
States and France is much complained of in 
Paris—^and that is where the complaint oaght 
to be, as all the difficulty is due to the mulish- 
ness of certain of the French authorities. Pro- 
per efforts from thia aide were made in time 
for the establishment of postal regulations by 
treaty; but the French ministry would not 
accept our propositions in regard to rates, be- 
lieving that the government income would be 
greater without a treaty, and having little re- 
gard to the convenience of the people. 


Legislation 
Congress. 


The curse of this country is the incapacity 


and indisposition of Congress to legislate on 
great national principles and interests. Little 
thought is given to the general welfare of the 
people or of the republic in its entirety, and 
we see no statesmanlike grasp of questions 
bearing upon the mighty destiny of the nation. 
That body is composed for the most part of 
local politicians, whose vision does not reach 
beyond the narrow limits of their districts or 
States, who look only to what afiects them 
personally and who have no idea of the grow- 
ing wants and grand future of the country. 
Statemen look to the future and lay the founda- 
tions for it in their policy, but these men can 
see only the present and that merely in small 
things. It is true there are gigantic jobs 
brought before Congress and members under- 
stand these well enough. They are sharp 
business men, so far as their own interests go, 
though not statesmen. They seem to have an 
idea that while they are taking care of them- 
selves the country can take care of itself. 
Fortunately this is so to some extent; for the 
wonderful resources of the republic 
and 


industry of the people overcome, in a great 
measure, bad legislation or the want of good 
legislation. Still, the corruption, incapacity 
and contracted views of our natioaal legisla- 
tors are demoralizing and must in the end lead 
to serious consequences. 


TVe look over the proceedings of Congress 


from day to day, and find that nearly every 
question that comes up has a job in it—some 
political and party job, some sectional or local 
job in favor of a particular locality or class, or 
some job to put money into the pockets of the 
members themselves and of their friends. 
Hardly any question, as was said" beforeT is 
considered with regard to the country at large 
or the general welfare. 
Take, for example, 


the subjects of internal taxation and the tariff, 
tvbich have been discussed long enough to 
wear them threadbare, and there are no large 
views expressed—none of a broad national 
character. 
Each 
member advocates 
or 


opposes 
propositions made 
according to 


the effect they may have upon some particu- 
lar interest with which he is identified or sup- 
poses he represents. There is no party policy, 
even, on these subjects or any others—none, 
except on the dead issues of the war and the 
everlasting negro. But these last are about 
played out. The people are tired with the 
continual harping upon the war, for the issues 
of it have been settled. As to the negro, 
nothing more can be made out of him politi- 
cally, unless the ultra negrophobists can 
propose a method to scrub the black man into 
a white one, and to change his cranium, heels 
and all his conformation, so as to give him 
equality, physically, with the Caucasian racs. 
On the subjects of the tariff, taxation, funding 
the debt, currency, national banks, foreign 
policy, and many others, there is no party 
platform nor unity of action. There is even no 
concert of views nor action between the so- 
called administration party in Congress and 
the administration itself. 


The proceedings in Congress and of the ad- 


ministration for some time past, but particu- 
larly within the last few days, show this want 
of concert and nnity and the selfish, narrow- 
minded conduct of members. The Sandwich 
Islands treaty was rejected in the Senate on 
Wednesday by radical Senators because it 
opened reciprocity of trade and was against 
the high tariff notions of these men, though it 
was eloquently advocated by another leading 
radical Senator, Mr. Simmer, who, as chair- 
man of the Committae on Foreign Affairs, is 
supposed to have most to say and the most 
influence on all such questions. No regard 
was paid to the action or wish of the adminis- 
tration in the matter. 
The development of 


our Commerce on the Pacific side of the conti- 
nent and the great interests that are opening 
to us there had no weight with these high 
tariff Senators and local politicians. 
The 


debate on the Tax bill in the House on Satur- 
day and the fight over Mr. Schenek's attempt 
to tack on a tariff amendment to that bill 
brought out in a strong light the narrow sec- 
tional views of members and the difficulty of 
legislating on anything in a b*oad national 
manner. 
In former times there was a defined 


party policy as well as party action on public 
questions; but now there is none, except, as 
was said, on the dead issues of the war and 
the 
negro. 
Look 
at 
the 
conduct of 


the 
Senate, 
which 
is 
overwhelmingly 


republican, on the St. Domingo question. 
The administration, which was the choice of 
and belongs to that dominant party, pleads 
earnestly for the ratification of the St. Dom- 
ingo treaty, but has pleaded in vain. Then 
again, on the other hand, the majority in Con- 
gress are no doubt favorable to some sympa- 
thetic and decided action in favor of the 
Cubans, but this has been doggedly resisted 
by the administration. 
Take also, for exam- 


ple, the Funding bill, a very important mea- 
sure, and there is a perfect chaos of opinions. 
On that neither parties nor sections unite, and 
the policy of the administration, or rather of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, is utterly disre- 
garded. 


It is only where there is some grand scheme 


to plunder the Treasury or the people, and 
where a combination of interests are made, 
that measures slip through Congress easily. 
When some gigantic railroad job, calling for 
enormous grants of land or subsidies, under a 
powerful combination of railroad interests, 
and direct interests of Congressmen them- 
selves, is presented there is little diffi- 
culty in passing a bill. 
It is, much the 


same with the stupendous national bank 
jobs. Two bills to increase the bonus to 
or profits of the national bank associations 
have passed the Senate this session. 
One was 


to increase the circulation of these institutions 
forty-five millions. 
The other was in the 


Senate Funding bill, and that proposes to give 
the banks the whole currency of the country. 
That is, they are to receive, in addition 
to the three hundred millions they now 
have, about three hundred and fifty millions 
more in place of the legal tender greenbacks, 
and as fast as these can be withdrawn. A. 
clear gift of eighteen millions a year in gold is 
now made to the banks, and when.the green- 
backs are pushed out of existence and the 
banks absorb all the currency of the country 
thia gratuity will be increased to near forty 
millions. This is the profit on circulation, and 
comes out of the Treasury and pockets of the 


gave the banks six hundred millions aud 
upwards of capital; for they draw interest 
from their bonds deposited, which is capital, 
and at the same time the government issues 
over six hundred millions of circulating money 
to them.. In a word, the government gratui- 
tously doubles, their capital without any 
consideration in return. 
Such measures as 


these have little difficulty in passing Con- 
gress; 
for half the 
members, or more, 


probably, are interested, directly or indirectly, 
in the national banks. 
TTe might go on to 


show how in other things the legislation of 
Congress is controlled by private and local 
interests, and to demonstrate, what was said 
before, that members have no large national 
or patriotic views; but these examples are 
sufficient for the present. Whether there is 
any remedy for this deplorable state of things 
or not time alone will show. It remains with 
the people to decide. Nothing but the power 
of enlightened public opinion can cure the 
evil. 


The Massacre of the Jews Denied. 
Our cable telegrams from Europe, dated in 


London yesterday evening, convey the highly 
important and very consoling -intelligence that 
the report of the massacre of the Jews in 
Roumania was without foundation. Inquiries 
from New York as to the truth or falsity of the 
detail had reached London. 
The cable replies 


to-day that no such advices had been received 
there, and that the continental news agencies 
deny that there have been any outrages per- 
petrated recently upon the Jews in Roumania. 
Telegrams from Bucharest state that an election, 
riot occurred in one of the villages of 
the principality lately, but the disturbance 
was quelled almost immediately. 
The "Jews' 


massacre" telegram, as it was published by 
parties in New Tork, waa dated in Constanti- 
nople on the 1st of June. The frightful 
events which it purported to narrate would 
certainly have been heard of in London, Paris, 
Vienna, Brussels and St. Petersburg, some 
time before yesterday evening, the 5th inst., 
had they occurred; the latter a very impor- 
tajit consideration in all that concerns caws 
despatches. 


A Xew American Newspaper in Paris. 
We understand that an American newspaper 


to be called "The Paris American," will soo 
be published in the gay capital of Europe 
Looking at the vast number of Americans 
Paris—not less than forty thousand, probably 
and continually increasing—there is, no doubt 
an inviting prospect for such an enterprise 
Indeed, it is sin-prising that an American news 
paper has not been established there before 
The English have had a paper in Paris many 
years. It has become a permanent institulion 
and is very profitable to the proprietors. Why 
should it not be so with an American paper? 
Considering the rapidly increasing wealth of 
this country, the faciliiies for crossing the 
ocean and travelling, and the taste of onr peo- 
ple for luxury and sight-seeing, the time is not 
distant when hundreds of thousands will go 
over to Europe yearly, and, of course, Paris 
will be the great attraction and centre of all 
their movements. In a short time the Ameri- 
cans in Paris will far outnumber the English 
and other foreigners. A thorough American 
newspaper there is a necessity, aud there never 
was a more opportune time to establish such 
an oce. If properly conducted it may do great 
good, too, in reflecting and diffusing American 
ideas. Mr. Oscar G. Sawyer originated and is 
the head of this enterprise.

of the Commissioners of their opinion that the 
act was one of praiseworthy readiness, and 
not of precipitate brutality. The whole cha- 
racter of the act depends upon what sort of 
man it was that was killed. He is repre- 
sented on one hand as a peaceful, if not a sober 
citizen, and an the other as a ruffian of the 
worst sort. On a point of this kind the word 
of the police may safely be taken, and this 
fully justifies the shooting. 


IMMIGRATION.—The cry of "Still they come" 


does not adequately express the overflow of 
the people of Europe on our shores ; for they 
come more freely than ever. Two thousand a 
day was the average of last week, making for 
six days a fair figure over twelve thousand. 
Two incoming ships brought upward of fif- 
teen hundred each. 


AP.T IN THE OLD WOELD.—Our special cor- 


respondence from Paris embraces an able 
analysis of the chief works of art which were 
presented at the Exhibition in the French 
capital. The writer takes a very ennobling 
view of the subject, treating the Fine Arts 
generally as a means of international enlight- 
enment : particularly so at the present mo- 
ment, when the peoples are-approaching to the' 
perfection of a cosmopolitan intercommunion.

'ox gave the red men some good advice; but 
Hr. Cox spoke to them as if he were address- 
ing so many babies in the nursery, whereas 
there was not a blanketed chieftain present 
who could not buy and sell the Secretary of the 
Interior in cunning and sagacity. It was amus- 
ng to notice how curtly all this flummery was 
responded to by Red Cloud. He laid his hand 
irmly upon the table and said:—"When I 
heard the words of the Great Father permit- 
ing me to come I came right away, and left 
my women and children. I want you to give 
hem rations, and a load of ammunition to kill 
fame with." That is the ultimatum of all pow- 
wows with the Indians. 
The red man never 


;alks civilly until he wants ammunition "to 
all game with;" but it is pretty well known 
hat he seldom wastes bullets on a buffalo. The 
arrow answers that purpose. The ammunition 
s kept for the benefit of our soldiers and white 
ettlers. 
Not much good can come out of all this 


nterviewing at Washington. 
It has been 


going on now these fifty years, and, with the 
xception of a few tribes on our proximate 
order, the Indian is as savage as ever. It is 
vident that white civilization on the distant 
rontier must depend for protection on a well 
irganized military system, and plenty of troops 
o carry it out. We are disposed to think, 
owever, that the system is far from perfect, 


when we read such news as that from Dacotah 


day or two ago, to th*e effect that a band of 
ome three or five hundred Indians were pre- 
aring to make an attack on Fort Mumford, 
nd the commanding officer reports that he 
ad only fifty available soldiers to protect it. If

The European Mall. 


The European mail of the 2ith of May was 


delivered yesterday evening. By special cor-

Paris, Naples, Kome, 


London and Ireland, and newspaper reports 
from the various cities of the Old World, we 
are enabled to present to our readers to-day a 
very ample resume illustrative of the trans- 
Atlantic situation as it presented at that 
period. Napoleon's reception of the French 
legislative deputations, which announced to 
him the result of the pleWscitum, constituted 
a very grand and imposing occasion at the 
Tuileries.

which we publish in extenso and verbatim, 
was able and patriotic and but slightly—con- 
sidering the excitement of the movement— 
laudatoryxof his dynasty and personal rule.

The Israelite Massacre in 
Koumunin—A 


Rabbi's Opinion. 


It was natural to suppose that the Israelites 


of this city would have made the late rumored 
massacre 
of their co-religionists by 
the 


'iiristians in Roumania the subject of their 


religious discourses in the synagogues. The 
remarks of Senator Sprague in the Senate have 
greatly exasperated them. On the Jewish 
Sabbath the Rabbi Gtutheim took occasion to 
condemn the Senator's language with great 
leverity in the synagosue of Emami-El. He 
was unusually severe, too, upon the Christian 
>riesthood, whom he credited with very little 
iharity, designating their mission as an "odious, 
hypocritical priestcraft, which even in our day 
nfrists the high roads and sneaks through the 
ijways of mankind." Perhaps the preacher 
ad some particular class of men in his mind 
rhen ho spoke thus ; for, even under the irri- 
ation of this sad news from Roumania of the 
wholesale butchery of his people, he could not 
ave meant to involve the whole Christian 
jhurch in such a sweeping condemnation. 


With regard to the remarks of Senator 
.prague that the Jews in Roumania had ac- 
uired all the wealth, business and property, 
y their trade-monopolizing and grasping pro- 
ensities, while the Christian population was 
n poverty, the Rabbi inferred that the Senator 
:istified the massacre and would not be unwil- 
,ng to see wealthy Israelites similarly treated 
Isewhere. This was, perhaps, straining an 
nference, though many people interpret the 
Ihode Island Senator's language somewhat in 
the same direction.

the nations of the civilized world. But thosa 
privileges were withheld, and the struggle was 
prolonged until the hearts of the patriots well 
nigh failed them. The American people, how- 
ever, becoming tired of the timorous policy 
pursued by our government, are moving in thia 
matter, and their inflgenee js seen in the re- 
newed interest evinced in Cuban affairs by 
both the President and Congress. General

pendence. General Banks has plucked up 
c'ouiafe' Snoagh to offer his long-withheld re- 
port to the House to-daji aQd he will be ably 
seconded by leading members whose active 
sympathy for the Cuban cause jiSS been many 
times expressed. The House will douotiero taka 
favorable action upon the report at once, aucf 
send the matter to the Senate, where it must 
not be suffered to "sleep the sleep that knows 
no waking." Mr. Sumner has doubtless ere 
this modified his views upon the Cuban war, 
and has learned that the patriots were in 
earnest when they emancipated their slaves 
and that Spain is equally in earnest in her 
efforts to perpetuate slavery. The Senate is 
to be the battle ground of Cuba; that body 
will determine the fate of the Queen of the 
Antilles—whether she is to be made a desert 
and a waste or take her place among the inde- 
pendent republics of the western world.

tion in the rebellion. Happily, the days of 
the present session of Congress are drawing to 
a close, and too little time is left in which to 
manipulate a job of such magnitude as legis- 
lating a State out of the Union. As the re- 
election of Messrs. Stokes and Maynard is 
more than doubtful their desire to reconstruct 
Tennessee is easily accounted for. 


RELIEVING TUB BORDER.— It will be a nice 


joint for discussion in Canada, and even in 
London, that a person so potent in our city 
government as Mr. Tweed, whose word is as

;he Fenians—in so far that he spent upward 
of five thousand dollars paying their home- 
ward fares. Perhaps this, however, was also 
an act of prime friendship for the sadly 
afflicted border people on either side the lines. 


RAILROAD CARELESSNESS.—The other day 'a 


coal train on a down grade of the Morris and 
Essex road was permitted to get such head- 
way that it could not be stopped, and there 
was only a narrow escape from the demolition 
by it of a train loaded with passengers.

Austrian Reconstruction. 


Amid the recent profound excitement in 


France, which has engrossed nearly the whola 
attention of Europe and America, followed, as 
it wag, immediately, by the crown movement 
in Spain and the Saldanha revolution in Por- 
tugal, the great political change progressing In 
Austria has been comparatively unobserved. 
It now looms up, however, into very distinct 
relief and importance. As we foreshadowed 
inonr article commenting, a few weeks since, 
upon the formation of the Potocki Ministry at 
Vienna, the Emperor has been compelled to 
dissolve the Reichsrath or General Assembly 
of the empire and also the provincial Diets. 
New elections for the latter have been ordered, 
and in case these reconstructed provincial 
councils should refuse to send fresh deputies 
for another Reichsrath more in unison wi th 
the sympathies and views of his Majesty ho 
will appeal to a popular vote. In other words, 
there will be an Austrian plebiscilum to decide 
whether the monarch's views, ag represented 
by his Cabinet, shall be sustained. 


The Potocki Ministry has very recently been 


modified and reinforced by the admission of 
popular members. Ilerr Tschabuschnigg, who 
is regarded as a very "strong" man in his 
place, retains the control of the Departments 
of Justice, Public Worship and Public Instruc- 
tion. Hcrr Holzgethan, formerly a councillor 
of State, has the administration of finance, 
Ilerr Distler being compelled by ill health to 
decline it. Baron Widmann, a heavy Mora- 
vian land owner and a Deputy, takes the 
direction of the Ministry of National Defence. 
The most important selection is that of Baroa 
Petrino for the Ministry of Agriculture. 
The Baron is President of the Federalist 
Clnb and head of 
the 
semi-autonomist 


party of the Slowenes, the Istrians, the Buko- 
vinians and the people of Trieste, and it was 
he who in the last session of the Reichsrath 
asked, on behalf of those populations, the same 
rights that are claimed by the Poles and Galli- 
cians—viz., a sort of separate 
sovereignty 


within the empire. 
In fine, he is a State 


rights man, in the Austrian point of view. 
This fact, of course, gives the appointment of 
Baron Petrino peculiar and agreeable signifi- 
cance in the eyes of the Gallieians and Bo- 
hemians, but for the same reason he will be 
distasteful to the Germans. Herr Depretis 
will remain Minister of Commerce, and Count 
Taafe retains the Ministry of the Interior. 


Meanwhile, the rumors of a serious quarrel 


between the Grand Chancellor Von Beust and 
Count Potocki are emphatically denied, al- 
though, at the same moment, the Austrian 
journals hint that the former will take tha 
special mission to the Court of St. James and 
be succeeded in office by Count Andrassy. 
This gentleman had, certainly, at our latest 
mail dates, been visiting Vienna, and had held 
close conferences with Von Beust. A Minis- 
try composed of the elements thus set forth 
must in its very nature be ephemeral.

Emperor Francis Joseph suddenly finds himself 
confronted, in the midst of his reforms, by 
"jarring and discordant" States subordinate to 
his crown, yet claiming separate local govern- 
ments, in default of which they may become 
"belligerent." 
He therefore does the best 


he can with his horses while swimming the 
torrent. But our latest telegrams induce us 
to believe that, cheered by the result of tha 
pkbiscitum in France, he has taken heart of 
grace to appeal directly, if needs be, to his 
people.

Shortly after ten o'clock last night the William F. 


Storer, Captain James Bryant, a fully rigged ship of 
1,700 tons burden, owned by Messrs. C. H. Marshall 
A Co., of the Black Ball line, lying at pier 23 East 
river, and plying between this port and Liverpool, 
-was discovered to be on fire by the ship's boy, 
Edward Bickers, aged about thirteen. The boy first 
discovered 
the 
fire in the afterpart of the 


vessel and immediately gave tlie alarm. The 
Metropolitan Fire Department 
and 
Insurance 


•patrol 
were 
speedily 
on 
the 
ground 
and 


rapidly organized for battle with the aamiug 
•element, which was now giving evidences of Its 
power in the Imce volumes of dense, black smoke, 
mingled with lurid flame, that were pouring from 
-the Hatches fore and art; but belore long nearly a 
dozen lines of hose were t>ounug copious btreains 
of water into the hulli and preventing the further 
spread of the names. 


The steamtug Thomas Fuller arrived at the scene

A steam launch, rubber 
raits and the entire cargo of arms, ammunition and 
medicine, which had been landed, were captured, 
with some correspondence. 


The Spanish naval commander telegraphs that 


the munitions captured consist of two tons of pow- 
der, over 100,000 cartridges and 1,700 rifles. 


Cisneros, who commanded the expedition, had 


sailed on tae Upton with the balance of her cargo 
for Columbia, for the purpose of bringing back an 
expedition of 200 Columbians. 


The editor of the Toz de CMa reports that the six 


tons of gunpowder, 2,000 rifles and the entire mate- 
rial of the Upton expedition fell into the hands of 
the troops, and that several prisoners taken were, 
immediately executed.

Reconstruction of the Revenue Marine. 


The Secretary of the Treasury has communicated 
o the Senate a copy of the report of the special com- 
mission appointed to "consider and report upon the 
haracterof vessels best adapted tor the revenue 
marine service, together with such views and con- 
lustons upon other matters as might appear to them 
alculated to advance the interests of the service." 
'hey propose that the vessels be classified as fol- 
ows:—First class steamers to be 330 tons, second 
lass steamers to be 250 tons, tnird crass steamers to 
e 150 tons and under. Schooners of 250 tons and 
nder, to rate asflrst class vessels, to lie distributed 


as follows:—For the Atlantic and Gulf coasts, twenty 
learners and three sailing vessels; for the PaciBc 
oast,, three steamers and two schooners; for tUe 
akes, four steamers. Total, thirty-two. 
In view of 


he condition of some of the vessels, their want 
f uniformity for the performance of duty and their 
nfitness for the service, the commission recommend 
h&t the appropriation ot $300,000 now on hand be 
used in the construction of flve steamers—one first 
class and four second class. Six ot tno sailing ves- 
sels can be sold, as also five -steamers, which the new 
vessels would replace. The proceeds of the sale 
thus obtained can be used in the construction of 
more steamers, and this process continued as rapidly 
as the exigencies of the service or public policy will 
permit. The personnel of the service will be, if the ro-

thirty-four flratlleutenants, thirty-four second 


lieutenants, thirty-four third lieutenants, twenty- 
one chief engineers, fifteen first assistant engi- 
neers, fifteen second assistant engineers—total 
133. 
An efficient complement of crews for the 


thirty-two vessels would be 878 men, consisting of 
petty ofllcers, seamen, firemen, cooks, stewards and 
boys. The regular employment of pilots is not only 
an expensive Item, but Is considered, prejudicial to 
the service, m leaving the officers wltnout any In- 
centive to acquire a proper Knowledge of-their cruis- 
ing grounds. There Is no reason why they should 
aot mase themselves acquainted with the pilot 
grounds of their stations and thus save to the'gov- 
ernment the lanre sum at present required for pay 
and rations ot pilots. 
The employment of pilots 


should be exceptional. The total number of ofllcers 
and men to man thirty-two vessels will be 1,001, and 
the annual expenditure for their maintenance 
?748,629.

There'are plenty of vegetables 
raised in the same mountain atmosphere, and they 
have a flavor and a bouquet that are deciilediy In- 
digenous to this climate. Food can be enjoyed. It 
never cloys. You always want more. Yet there is 
enough. Milk and cream should not be omitted. 
Tney are perfect, and, saying this, nothing is left to 
the imagination. So much burden is put upon this 
faculty at the summer resorts that it requires great 
confidence to believe that in time it will not be ut- 
terly destroyed. Ferocious appetites demand good 
f.ore.

Over 40,000 people visit the mountains annually.

are given every night at the best houses; croquet 
nourishes through the day, and for gentlemen and 
such ladies as have not had their education neglected 
there are plenty of foxes. These cnnnimt rogues 
are everywhere.

3IOIj>T WASHINGTON 
Is of all sights at these mountains the sight. Its 
peak pierce? the clouds to an altitude of 0,235 feet, 
it is twenty-five miles from Littleton and is reacned 
by a fine drive terminating at its base. From the 
root a railroad, fitted witn a centre rail in -which are 
cogs two Inches apart, lies up the side, colled over 
the uneven suilace like a huge serpent. It is a mar- 
vel ol engineering and construction. The grade is 
thirteen inches in three feet and in some places the 
angle of inclination exceeds forty-five degrees. Cars 
fitted witn. bwinslng scats; engines of reduced size, 
but "with no cowcatcher and much deeper in the 
rear than at the front, complete the rolling stock. 
There are throe engines in the depot at tho base and 
four large cars, accommodating- Iirty eucli- Over 
S.ooo people went to the summit last season. The 
ascent is made in one hour and a half, and the fare 
Tor going and coming is three dollars. The distance 
to the apex is three miles. For this great achieve- 
ment over the laws of gravity Its inventor, Mr. S. 
Mareh, has received flattering inducements from 
Switzerland, and from capitalists who have money 
invested among Alpine snows. Tlie railroad is not 
now in working order, but will be ready on tae loth 
ol June. 


Despairing or reaching tae summit by any other 


means than on root, I began the siscent by pedal 
locomotion up the railroad track, it 13 


WALKING TIIKEE MILES INTO THE CLOCDS, 
with measured ttndes over the railroad ties. It Is a 
disheartening, bone-aching job, wearying, exhaust- 
ing, almost killing. The day was hot—the ther- 
mometer at ninety degrees. The atmosphere was 
almost a flame—a burning ether. A few minutes and 
all that takes abaorbtion irom the nody -was a mass 
of saturation. Still it did uot savor o! enterprise to 
turn back, thoujrh such a movement sinelled with 
tne essence or discretion. The sun was good for a 
dozen sunstrokes. That I saw. 
The ascent was continued over the trestle work 


upon which the road is built irom one terminus to 
the otner. In some places tue precipice below is 
nily feet, particularly at the Jacob's Ladder. Going 
ahead tor three hours, then, you reach the top. But 
before reaching this delightful physical conclusion 
you have nearly mortgaged all your vitality and put 
a mechanic's lien upon your good nature. You con- 
stantly believe you are attaining the end Onlvto 
meet a fresh stretch of railroad on a higher but hid- 
den cliff. 
At last you are there—there to enjoy a 
wondrous scenery, such alone as the genius ofByron 
or Shelly could Invest with a ray of fidelity. Then it 
isy that yon look upon the globe, and then see but 
a small segment. 


THE Til' OF MOUNT WASHINGTON 
is a vast solitude. It is a fine earthly throne for 
genins; It is the summit for meditation. Here men 
merge with things, and things are not what they are. 
All Is belittled by distance. 
How Insignificant 
measurement and miles become. 
Mere clay and 
trees and hills and dales mingle in closing dis- 
solation. 
The immensity of tnat above, 
the 
puerility 
of 
that 
beneath no 
longer 
illus- 
trate the 
equilibrium ol the universe. 
They 
suggest startling Incongruities; they flood the mind 
•with volcanic thought. From this outlook on 
humanity—better inhumanity—there is world of 
views, and in the nighttime, beueatn the tiara of 
stars which set upon the distant mountain crests, 
this peak: is the diadem of all. It rules tne range. 
Then, the view. The snow is still lining the slope 
aown the northern side. It glistens like a string of 
crystals and covers square miles in large, Irregular 
patches. The ocean of mist beyond and below is a 
sheet for tne plunging clouds, which seem to ride 
upon it; the craggy clifls, the precipices, the dis- 
tant villages, the dancing cascades oversweep a ter- 
ritory of 200,000 square miles, all visible to the eye. 
The overlapping mountains, the foliage, the ocean 
away to the horizon are all prominent. 


On the mountain's top are two hotels, the Summit 
House ana the Tip Top House, both built of stone, 
with -wooden roofs laid on rafters. These roofs are 
chained down to the earth, else a brisk bree/e 
•would land them 6,000 feet below. There are also 
two fine, large barns in the vicinity. The top of the 
mountain does not cover over two acres, all a mass 
of rocks—dark granite. These hotels accommodate 
seventy-five people. 


There is fine carriage-way to the Glen House at 
the base ol the mountain, on the south side, and a 
bridle path ascended by ponies from the Crawford 
House. Going down the railroad I found it neces- 
sary to adopt the 


"SLIDING" 


process mnch in vogue there. It consists in uniting 
a narrow strip to a wide plank, and then Inserting 
the strip in the slat of the middle rail. Getting 
aboard of the board—thus-giving force to that much 
used word—the narrow plank travels over the 
creased circular bolls and carries you down with a 
break-neck velocity. The danger is m going too 
fast, you lose control of the machine. I do not ad- 
mire this fast kind of life—for there is soon an end 
to it, as I came near finding out several times. A 
mile a minute is often made bv this expedient, which 
leads with equal certainty to the bottom—and the 
grave. Several serious accidents Save occurred in 
this way. 


HOTELS. 
Thayer's Hotel, at Littleton, is where all monntain 
travellers stop. It is a winter and summer house, 
and has the reputation of being the best in New Eng- 
land!. A fine table Is spread; the rooms are ele- 
gantly furnished; the house abounds in fine statuary 
antLpaintings; has croquet grounds, large parlors,- 
dining Halls, and is always fall. It has been kept-by 
Mr. Thayer for twenty-one years. Tne tourist seeks 
it on leaving the cars. Many alterations are being 
made. 
The largest house and the one best known to New- 
Yorkers is the Profile House, which opens the JOth of 
June, twelve miles from the depot. It is the first' 
permanent resort sought by New Yorkers. In every 
respect it leads the mountains. It accommodates 426 
people; has 125 servants; numerous parlors; very 
costly and extensive refrigerators, laundries, offices 


House are the Old Man of the Mountains, now ranked 
as one of the wonders of the worm; the Plume, the 
Pool, two 'akes, the Cascade, Eagle Cliff ana many 
other celebrated sights. Trout is served at this 
house with, the best lacilities in the world, and UiH 
delicious eating alone Is a strong magnet. The pro- 
prietors 01 the Profile iiave over 7j,OJO trout of vari- 
ous sizes m ample foil-houses, and they are wonder- 
ful to observe—speckled, fas and lively as tlicv are.

THE ST. DOMINGO QUESTION. 


Caleb Cusliiag- on the Dominican Treaty—In- 


controvertible Arguments. 


WASHINGTON, June 4,18"o. 


One of your correspondents to-day called upon 


Caleb Cushing, and in the coarse of conversation 
learned some new facts of history and policy relative 
to the treaty now pending i,-\ the Senate of the United 
States. The venerable student, as usual, was in the 
company of his books, and. notwithstanding the se- 
vere daily strain upon his energies, displayed his 
natural affability or manner and suavity of language. 
These outward evidences of satisfactory relations 
being established invited a very pointed opening In- 
terrogatory. 


CosjiESPOxDENT—Mr. Cushingr, I suppose yon 


have given some attention to the St. Domingo Ques- 
tion. What is your opinion of the proposed annexa- 
tion? 


Mr. GUSHING—In regard to the successful ratifi- 


cation I can make no prediction, because I have 
no data upon which to decide. I am satisfied, how- 
ever, tnat the island Is a desirable acquisition; in- 
deed, I consider it necessary to the completeness ot 
the American nation. It is a remarkable fact, and 
our history proves it, that the Congress of the 
United States, in aggreeate intelligence, has 
always been 
far inferior 
to 
the 
Executive. 


That branch ot the government on questions rising 
above the mere detail of local government has in no 
single instance displayed itself up to the times, -or 
even comprehended the national necessities in t&eir 
broad interpretation. Take the purchase ol Louisi- 
ana, of Florida, foe acquisition of Texas and Califor- 
nia, and you find the Executive far in advance of 
Congress. Indeed, the vast possessions embracing 
our finest, cotton growing and auriferous regions, 
and necessary not only to complete the geographical 
ascendency o!' this nation on this continent, are all 
due to the advanced position held by the Executive. 
How hsre we have history that cannot be questioned 
nor denied; facts, too, which have been overlooked 
and may prove a valuable suggestion to the people. 


CORRESPONDENT—I have not beard the statement 


of these facts before. It is a good point. Some Sena- 
tors do a great deal of harping upon theinadvisa- 
bilitv of aoquirimttroDical possessions. 


Mr. CUSHING—So 1 see in the patters. Such argu- 
ments are silly—in tact, they are "no arguments at 
all—because they contain neither reason nor tne 
force of facts. Show me a great nation living to- 
day, without her tropical possessions. Mv opinion is 
tnat no nation can complete Its greatness without 
Iropicatpossessions. Spain became great when she 
acquired a hold upon the tropics; Fortngal followed 
and wielded a sway of glory and power for 
years, until she lost her most valuable foot- 
holds in tne tropics. What, would England do 
without India i That is easily answered. She 
would eat herself up in no time. Take the aether- 
lauds, only you may hunt a long time on the map 
before yon can find her, she is territorially so small. 
Bnt small as she is she is a power, and only on ac- 
count of her tropical possessions—the island of Java, 
the Moluccas and Sumatra. 


It seems to be a very shallow argument—admitting 
it to be an argumeut at all—to say that we should 
have no troDioal possessions. That is precisely what 
we do want now to finish us as a nation in a territo- 
rial way. t,oofc over what our own soil now pro- 
duceb—there is wheat, corn, beef, &c., cotton, coal, 
iron, 
gold, 
silver, 
quicksilver 
and 
copper. 
These are 
the great -articles in tne world's 
consumption- 
VTe must now have sugar, coffee and 
tea; then we complete the cycle of commerce. Then 
we huvc everything in ourselves. \V"e can do witu- 
out tea, that is our own growth, for the present, 
though I believe we will raise that before long; but 
there is a Ganger now of throwing away sugar and 
coil'ee when we have both in our grasp. 


CoKKissroKDEST—1 think a speech of this kind 
might start tne opposition out of the rut thev have 
been running in. 


Mr. OUSHINO—These are all simple propositions. I 
do not see that we ueud any speeches on the sub- 
ject, the matter, ad a question of State policy, is so 
very clear. I think, judging from the time consumed 
without coming to any icsult, that there has been 
enough speaking. 


CORRESPONDENT—One of the greatest objections 
the Senate brings up against the treaty is that there 
is ajob liiic. 


Mr. CUSHING—Well, I do not know exactly what is 
meant by a job, though I hear that is one of the sub- 
jects very elaborately touched upon. If a job means 
that somebody will be benefited by the ratification of 
the treaty I doubt whether any great measure has 
gone through congress without some one profiting 
in consequence. That does not affect tne treaty. 
You might as well say 
that the late war 


should never have been fought because somebody 
might become enriched. I think such talk is absurd. 


Mr. Cushing finished his conversation by saving 
that the Executive must loos to tlie people. They are 
the power to which he is responsible. They applaud 
the policy of expansion ana grow more patriotic 
and devoted in proportion as they see tnelr country 
ascending m the scale of grandeur before the nations 
of the earth.

"Zacli" Chandler's Bill for the TSestora- 


tion of the American Merchant Marine— 
Tlie Petition of Kew York Merchants. 
The following is Senator Chandler's bill for the re- 


vival of our navigation Interests:— 
A bill to encourage the building of ships for forei"» trade 
and other purposes. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assembled, 
That from and after the passage of this act, when an? im- 
ported materials are used m the construction or equipment 
of iron ships, built jo the Umtod States, for the purpose of ' 
being solely used in foreign trade and commerce, there shall 
be allowed and paid to the parties buiidin^ such ships, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury mair pre- 
scribe, a sum of money equal-in amount to the duties'which 


Beer is the national beverage of tha Germans. 


One may argae to the contrary till doomsday with- 
out weakening In the least this'self-evident truth. 
Tacitus, In his history or the Roman wars in Ger- 
many, refers already to a peculiar beverage which 
the Inhabitants of that "wild country" prepared of 
barley. It must even then have had the character 
of a national custom to make ana consume beer. 
That it was so rated and considered also a matter of 
high "Importance Is evidenced by the historic fact 
that Charlemagne, when he held court in Frankfort- 
ou-the-Maln, in the year 79*, caused all the "able 
beer masters" throughout his vast dominions to be 
summoned before him, and to be instructed, under 
his personal supervision, in the best methods of. 
brewing a palatable and nutritious article of beer. 
Even as early as"the sixth century a certain number 
of gallons of beer per man were fixed by law as 
the regular tribute to convents aad other religious 
Institutions. And from century to century exam- 
ples multiplied that the rulers of principalities and 
States an'd the local authorities of towns and cities 
throughout Germany took special care in .having 
their people provided with wholesome beer in suf- 
ficient quantity, and associations of brewers, being 
granted many favors and exclusive privileges, ac- 
quired great political influence. 


Under these circumstances it is but natural that 


the German, wherever tie mar be on the globe's sur- 
face, looks upon lager beer as an inheritance from 
his ancestors, dating back into remote antiquity and 
even beyond historic times. IT, therefore, the com- 
mon beverage of any country has what maybe 
called a prescriptive right to the name of national 
it is certainly the beer of the Teuton, equally, if not 
more so, than the wines or the French, notwith- 
standing that a German poet, in the exuberance of 
his spirits, gave vent to a distich, which, roughly 
transferred into English, may read:—

1ASEB BEEE A CONQUEROR. 


Under these circumstances it is not to be wondered 


at tnat whithersoever the Germans emigrate from 
the old Fatherland they carry, as It were, their brew- 
eries with them. Wherever a permanent German 
colony is once established a brewery will not long 
be missing, if climate and sou be appropriate. 
And 


Irom being at first conflncd to the Germans of such 
colony the consumption of beer will very soon work 
its way among other nationalities resident at the 
same place, in spite of all opposition and ridicule 
witn which It may meet at the start, thus proving 
itself an almost Irresistible conqueror. Perhaps no- 
where is snch convincing proof of this afforded as in 
the city or Paris, the gay ana vivacious capital of 
France, that greatest of ail wine countries. Here 
for many years the consumption of beer was almost 
wholly confined 
to 
the 
German 
Inhabitants, 


and the quantity used was comparatively slight; 
but gradually it found more and more favor 
among the French, and in 1S83 the consumption 
or beer had reacned 383,000 barrels, American mea- 
sure. From this onward the increase was remarka- 
ble, footing np 851,800 barrels in 1306, more than 
twice the quantity used but three years before, and 
In 1869 the con3nmpvtion of beer in the city of Paris 
is stated to have exceeded 1,200,000 barrels, and the 
revenue received in France from beer (the tax being 
two francs eighty-eight centimes per hectolitre— 
about fifty-eight cents on twemy-six and a half gal- 
lons) was nearly one-sixth of tne amount collected 
from wine. A similar resalt ie observable

And for the year 1S8B-70 It 13 estimated that the sale 
has fully reached If not exceeded 6.000,000 barrels, 
which, at the average wholesale price ot ten dollars 
per barrel, represents an industrial product of the 
country of the value of sixty-five millions of dol- 
lars, and as the same rate per barrel is but a very 
moderate figure for tne amount of capital perma- 
nently invested in the manufacture of beer, it mav be 
assumed that the sum of sixty-five or seventy mil- 
lions Is actually employed to pruduce chat quantity 
or beer per year. But this alone would not tell the 
whole story. 


THE KAHIFCATIONS OP THE BEER INnCSTRY 
extena much further and encircle and cover many 
more vital Interests of the country. Without enter- 
Ing too much Into extended details, a mere glance 
at some or the pursuits of the people, deeply con- 
nected with the manaiacture 01 Deer, will be sum- 
cient to show tiie Importance of this branch or our 
productive industry to the general prosperity of tne 
country. 


BAKLEY, HOPS, ETO. 


It is estimated mat, as an average, It takes three 
bushels of barley and two and a half pounds of hops 
to produce one barrel of beer. This gives the entire 
quantity o~ 
barley, used in this manufacture, 
nineteen and a hall million bushels, and sixteen 
million two hundred and fifty thousand pounds 
ol hops. 
The average annual yield of barley 
per acre, taking the quality which Is used for brew-" 
Ing, la not far from twenty bushels, and of hops 
about two bales or 400 pounds. This requires for 
barley the tilling or 970,000 acres of good agricultural 
land, and 42,025 acres for hops. The value of barley 
land may be reckoned at forty dollars, and that cul- 
tivated for hops at forty-live dollars. There are, 
then, In the agricultural lands alone which furnish 
the breweries with two of the necessary articles 'or 
the manufacture or beer represented the immense 
amount of capital as follows:—

STATISTICS Of SEEK CONSUMPTION 


In New York aad vicinity yield somewhat startling: 
results. The average contents or a. barrel are about 
thirty gallons, though it Is rated generally, and 
should contain, between thirty-one and thirty-two 
gallons. This average gives the number or gallons 
manufactured here and in the environs, and aiso 
consumed (for but a anall quantity is exported, 
which is fully made up by beer Imported Irom Phil- 
adelphia, several Western cities and also irom Gar- 
many), at the prodigious figure of 26,L'35,ooo gallons. 
The population of the district of country covered by 
the radius mentioned above, of sixteen miles from 
the City Hall, may be roughly guessed at about two 
and a half million souls, snovriug that more than a 
gallon of beer is manutactnred within these limits 
to be consumed annually by each man, woman and 
child living within them. 


But all these are not beer drinkers. One-half of 


the population is female, ol whom hardly one In 
five hundred or a thousand takes an occasional 
glass, and they are confined almost exclusively 
to the Hermans. One-fourth of the entire popula- 
tion are children, who, again, cannot be counted 
as beer drinkers. Of the remainder, cas.ooo, both

PERSONS EMPLOYED. 


Calculations by well informed statisticians, based 


upon thoroughly tried experience, go to prove that 
the labor of 28,980 persons Is required to produce the 
requisite amount of barley from the 910,000 acres and 
also that it takes 8,525 persons to grow the 16,500,000 
pounds of hops. An actual count, as nearly correct as 
it could be under the circumstances, altering almost 
daily, made oy the officers of the Central Associa- 
tion of Brewers of the United States, gives the num- 
ber of men employed in the various breweries in this 
country during the last brewing season, from Octo- 
ber, 1889, to May, 1S70, at 8,124, and besides tnese 
there were employed in the malt houses in the sev- 
eral cities not less than 3,ifi7. This shows the actual 
number of persons directly dependent for their liv- 
ing upon the beer Industry of the country to foot up 
as follows:—

But this, large though it be, does not even'ap- 


proximately give the entire number of persons con- 
nected in various ways with the manufacture and 
sale of beer, but which It is 
next to impossible to ascertain. For instance a 
very considerable portion of the brewers' capita/ Is 
invested in casks and kegs and tubs, in machinery 
In wagons, &c., all of which require quite an army 
of coopers, machinists, smiths, masous and other 
artisans to be employed for the greater part ef the 
year, either in making anew or in repairing what is 
needed. And If the retailers or the manufactured 
article were taken into account—the so-cairea saloon 
keepers—tne number might be swelled to the neigh- 
borhood of a million. In this calculation it should' 
S?t be omitted that brewers, to dispose of everr 
12,000 barrels or beer, have need of at least ten 
horsea, giving an aggregate used in this trade over 
the whole country or at least 5,420 horses, valued at 
over $800,000; and the amount of leed consumed bv 
them is certainly not Inconsiderable, the price of all 
of it aiding in the maintenance of another large 
portion of the farming population. But one of the 
more important items to be considered In this con- 
nection is 


COAL, 
the "black diamond," which has been such a mlzhtv 
agency in the' remarkable development of the re- 
sources of all nations. The average rate at which coal 
is wed in breweries in America la abontsaven tons to 
every three hundred barrels, or about one hundred 
and fifty-live thousand tons for the whole production 
of beer in the country. During last winter In this 
city ana vicinity the average price Of coal paid by 
tne brewers, ascertained oy actual inquiry was 
aoout seven dollars per ton; while in localities 
nearer to coal mines, as St. Lotto, for instance, the 
price may have oeen leas, it was higher in others 
more remote, like Milwaukee. The Kew York rate 
may therefore be properly taken as an average for 
tho whole country, which would give the entire 
amount paid by brewers for coal during one single 
brewing season $1,085,000. And how many persons 
omijiovca in joining this coal, in tnipsjjgrting it by

in the (Jnited States of 51,050,000, and by those of 
New Yorlc city and vicinity alone of $262,330. And 
In this city the municipal treasury is proportionally 
benetited by this trade m the shape of

paid by the brewers alone for the water they use, 
which is said to amount to about eight cents per 
barrel, footing up tiie respectable sum of over 524,000 
per year, which, tliouch rather small in comparison 
with preceding flgures, the present Department of 
Public works would not lise to miss Irom among its 
items of cash receipts. 


THE WEST 


has not only not remained behind the East in trie 
rapid increase of the manufacture of beer, bnt has 
probaoly exceeded it, as there are individual brew- 
eries in Cincinnati, in St. Louis, In Chicago and 
Milwaukee which turn out nearly twice the quantity 
in barrels or any single establishment jn New York 
and its snb'urbs. Even California has fully kept pace 
with it, and 


SAN FRANCISCO 
has laid In during the last brewing season, from 
October, 1859, to Mav, 1870, a stock ofl40,709 barrels 
of lager beer, of whicn 34,205 barrels were manufac- 
tured by one establishment alone, known in the 
"Golden city' as the Philadelphia brewery.

ISS9 there was Imported of Canada barley to this 
country 5,295,131 bushels, against 3,691,608 bushels 
in 1863, most or which is purchased and used by 
brewers in this State, New Jersey and Eastern Penn- 
sylvania; or tne Importation of 1S69 the quantity so 
used being no leas than 3,167,023 bushels, or about 
sixty per cent of the whole Import. This importa- 
tion of Canada barley has rapidly increased, the

Of the total quantity in iso9, more tha£ 


340,000 barrels of beer were manufactured by a single 
brewery, that of Dreher, at Little Schwechat. 


In Bavaria, as early as the year 1290, beer was al- 


ready a valuable subject of taxation. Additional 
taxes were imposed in 1350, 1543, 1673, 1750 ana ISll" 
since which last named year the race of Impost has- 
remamad the same. In 1847 an effort was made to- 
increase it, but a revolution broke out at Munich In. 
opposition, and the attempt was abandoned by the 
government. There are breweries here manufactur- 
ing irorn 170,000 to 230,000 barrels (American meas- 
ure) or beer annually, and the consumption is enor- 
mous, at the king's brewery alone the dally reUuL 
sales amounting to 3,ooo gallon*.

PARIS, May 16,1870.

The inglorious reproach that her artists 
paint to make money will cease when her Ajugnstan 
age will nave risen on the horizon; for, though each 
man must live by the work of his biain uud handJ 
still those who are content only lo appeal to the 
jpocket will outlive their fame anil leave no trac»s of 
their passage on the arena behind them. Another 
great shoal on which amateurs sink, even In Euro- 
pean capitals, 13 the tendency to make- art a thin<r of 
fashion, not of tabte. Avelnoi mystic pre-Riphaei- 
-!sm, a tricky structure ol cabli.et affectations, a 
vista or elaborate beauties, the minute evidences of 
painstaking endeavor have had their day and 
tailed. 


The triumph of art depends entirely on the princi- 


ples thei cot taught in school, and which should be 
•taught lu all ordinary schools, for there ib but one 
code In every part or the known world, just as there 
is but one Latin and oue Creek grammjr. Tim 
painting and exhibitions or paintings should be 
fashionable is very legitimate; It is one of the 
branches In which this flighty sovereign can impro\e 
lierself; but that she should impose a style is be- 
yond her capacities as lar as training is concerned. 
The "rage of tha day" Has never stood against just 
•criticism. All the Watteaus, Bouchers, Laccrets, 
Greuses that ever fetched vertiginous sums at sales 
nave been consigned to their purchasers with a 
smile ol-shrug ol the shoulders; but how different 
ihe leellng when a Raphael or Michael Angelo is 
awarded I And tne reason is tlmply because art is 
chaste, dignified, imposing. The brush or the true 
master must never be the Insuument wherewith, to 
depict prostitution, profligacy or vice. Thought and 
.soul are the keynote?, and surely there is enough 
pure love, innocent passion, high-toned drama In 
life and the poets without resorting to fashion. 


THE EXHIBITION. 
The general sentence passed on this year's salon 
at tue Palais do rindustrie is that there Is not a 
large proportion ot great works; but however cor- 
arect this verdict, it must» be owned that there is a 
vast amount of talent, excellent drawing and able 
•composition. The total number of works exhibited 
is 5,434—3,201 more than last year. The rules re- 
specting admission remain the same as before; two 
works are allowed to each contributor, and those 
who have already received medals are exempt from 
the judgment of the jury elected by the exhibiting 
artisia. 


An alteration made by the new Minister of the 
Tine Arts, M. Maurice Richard, is that the jury will 
.not only select but airauge the works aud 
also award 
the 
medals—a

-As there has been considerable difficulty among 
anisls this yeai in the arrangement ol this salon— 
although they have had everything In their own 
bunds—we look forward to more alterations neit 
year, and It is hoped a society will be formed of 
.French artists of all ciast.es who have exhibited. 
This society would assist tne Minister m watching 
over the Interests of the artists and preclude a very 
retrograde project, that of an Imperial Academy 
under me auspices of the government. 


France begins to see that individual effort and 
Energy can do away with tae mixture of State l'i all 
her liberal institutions; but though she sees this, 
rery little faith can be placed lu her seli-govern- 
taeut; however, the new system has to be tile.!, aim, 
probably, to make a great nasuo belore It eventually 
succeeds. 


WHAT WAS SEEN AND THE EFFECT. 
Never did tne opening of any annual exhibition 
show so popular a leaiure as that oi this year on tue 
1st of May. Firstly, It took place on a Sunday, when 
all exhibitions are always gratuitous In Pans, and 
no private view had been allowed, excep for the 
-Court, on the day before. Thousands stood in ex- 
pectation at ten o'clock, all around the palace, 
and

the turnstiles revolved continually until 
the rooms were 
crammed, 
and 
there are 
.twenty of them In all. Every Dart of the build- 
ing presented equal talent, as the salon 0,'hanneur 
Is abolished, and tne works are arranged alpha- 
betically, each room being devoted to one or two iet. 
•.Kii, which stand in laige, visible print over tue en- 
trances, and are the first letters of the exhibitors' 
names. It being a good walk it would take about a 
week to go through the whole collection wltn prope- 
care; for some of the canvases are extremely large 
and cover a mightv space. I consequently resolved 
to follow the masses, anil i have had no cause to re- 
gret this determination. Strangely enough, wherever 
a painting was worth notice the crowd stood in 
compact masses before It, and the people never once

Tlio March of Progress—Can Petroleum bo 


Used as Fuel ^-Successful Trial on a Sta- 
tionary Engine by a. New Process. 
An article was published lo the HEIIALD some 


mouths since diving an account of an experiment 
had on board a river steamer with coke oil as a sub- 
stitute for fuel Much was claimed for the newly dis- 
covered fuel by the inventor of it and & large num- 
ber of professional gentlemen and others interested 
In ocean baffle were on board during the trial and 
manifested the greatest interest in the experiment. 
But whether It was that too much was expected or 
that the material used on that occasion was Imper- 
fectly made, the fuel proved to be a wretched substi- 
tute for coal, and the HEBALD reporter who described

In the bunds of Tennessee, which have steadily risen 
on what is supposed to be a speculative movement 
to make a good market for tne bonds which were 
bought by a clique last winter, and for a sharp 
downward turn when It suits the plans of the clique 
to break the market. A correspondent who has 
been on a visit to the state writes us as follows:— 


It is well known that the railroads have not been 
In tile market to buy bonds, and that but two or three 
of them are able to sell tneir own bonds or negotiate 
for a loan, much less are they able to afford aid to 
the State. And why should these railroads assume 
a liability to nay the state a certain stun when they 
have the right to run their debts for many years to 
come by only paying- six per cent interest psr an- 
num f When the presentlegls! ature met the Treasury 
was found to be empty, and the liabilities of the 
State wer3 ascertained to be about $45,000,000; 
$35,000,000 ot this amount \vas on account of rail- 
road bonds endorsed by the State; SO.000,000 was the 
debt prior to the war, while the floating and inte- 
rest debt made up the remaining S4,0i>o,ooo. It was 
soon discovered that many or the railroads were 
insolvent, and that many of the bonds were illegally 
issued, and some of them signed at New York 
without proper authority. A committee was ap- 
pointed to look into these matters, which is now lu

body there is no doubt 
but that the Legislature will, as soon as It meets 
again, on the second Monday In Slay, 1871, pass the 
scaling bill Introduced by Mr. Steele, which provides 
that the bonds ot the State snail be landed in new 
bonds to be issued, and at the same rate at which 
they were sold by the railroad companies. The in- 
vestigation so far shows that large numbers of the 
Bonds were placed on the market at prices ranging 
from twenty-five to flity cents each on the dollar 
while the law provided expressly that taey should 
not, unaer any circumstances, be sold at less than 
par. The people of Tennessee may be opposed to prac- 
tical repudiation, but tney will never be willing to pay 
off these liabilities as the rate of 100 cents in the dollar 
when not more than a fourth or a half of tne amount 
expressed on the face or the bonds was actually re- 
ceived in pay for ihe same.

For the cast ten days a dense fog has enveloped tha Allan- 
ic, from Cape Hatteras to Halifax, proving a source of the 
greatest annoyance and danger to the fleets whose routes of 
service have called them within such latitudes. The scores 
of vessels bound to New York which within the time referred 


have approached the coast, fell Jn with this, to them, 


great enemy, and. consequently, were detained to an extent 
beyood precedent. The officers of steamships and sailing 
craft alike bear testimony to this, and say that the fog is the 
worst they have experienced for years, and H is so dense 
hat it settles upon the rigging and drops therefrom like rain. 
!t has caused a partial interruption to the business of this 
lort, inasmuch as a fleet of vessels ready to go to sea. have 
been and are now detained at anchorage off Staten Island 
and thence to Sandy Hook, awaiting the lifting of the un- 
welcome visitant before they can depart, as there is also a 
ieet of Inward bound craft anxious to reach this port, and de- 
ained outside by the same cause. Fortunately, but one acci- 
dent has as yet been reported as resulting from this cause, 
hat being of a alight nature. The schooner Carleton, from 
ileuthera, when eight miles from the lightship off Sandy 
look, was run into by an unknown steamship, carrying 
away her foretopmast and jibboom, besides doing other 
light damage. Last evening the fog penetrated farther in- 
and, and after shutting out Staten Island and Governor's 


iland from the river side observers, settled upon the North 


and East rivers, making navigation by the ferryboats de- 
ildedly unpleasant to the pilots and dangerous to passengers.

Singing the Te Beum, by J. R. Thomas, with solos, 


by Mrs. Mozart and Mr. McPhail. of the choir of Dr. 
Bellows' church, and by Miss Rushby and Mr. 
"Whiting, of the choir or the Church of the Messiah, 
led on'the finely executed and select musical exer- 
cibes. Next was sung, and sung with great feeling 
and sweetness. "Kemember, o Lord," by Himmel, 
6y the two choirs, with solo, by Miss Anna Bulk- 
ley, who is gifted with an exquisite contralto 
voice. 
If not the gem of the morning music, 
at least Indescribably sweet and impressive, was that 
grandly touching luran of Leach, "HowSeautiful Arc 
Thy Dwellings," with solo, by Miss Picker, the regular 
soprano of tne Church of the Messiah, and who has a 
voice of rare melody ana fine expression.

ty Rev. George H. Hepwortn. His subject was the 
"Communion Sermon." Very rarely has he preached 
, a sermon of more vigorous power ol thought and 
'utterance, and one eliciting closer attention and a 
deeper, more heartfelt interest. He took his text 
from St. Luke xxii., 19—"This do m remembiance 
ol Me." He began by saying that there Is no scene 
In sacred History more impressive than tliat in the 
midst of which the words or the text were spoken. 
To the common observer it was simoly the oidmary 
least or thirteen men, who were well meaning but 
mistaken fanatics. They had trusted in each other 
lor three years, at once solemn and evemtul. They 
•were about to part, if the predictions of their leader 
were to come trus, and there they sat to eat their 
last meal together, and to take counsel concerning 
the future. 
To one who was not a common 
observer, out a prophet, it was a scene In which 
•were grouped tweu e monarchs and one traitor. At 
tlieir head sar not simply the Great Reformer of the 
Hebrew nation, but the

and the Redeemer ot men's souls. By His side were 
men, who after they had passed through the fiery or- 
deal, should go forth to tue utmost limits of the earth 
and scatter, as In tne labled story, the serpent's teeth, 
that should produce a new and mightier race or 
men. One Apostle was to grope his way eastward 
and build the temple of Christianity in the heart of 
Asia; another was to preach tne Word in Africa, ana 
so claim for Christ the whole territory between the 
Mediterranean and the Southern Ocean; and still 
another, most difficult task, went to the capital of 
tnat great Power that held in its grasp the civilized 
Tvorld and built a Christian temple m the heart of 
pagan Rome. Before Christ [left the npper chamuer 
lor the cross and Calvary he gave an injunction to 
Bis Discinles to eat and drink m remembrance of 
Him. The world has felt that the command or re- 
guest was given not simply to tne twelve, but to the 
disciples of every age and place, and they have in- 
stituted this ordinance as a part of our Church ser- 
vice, as a memorial of Him who spared not Himself, 
out died that we might live.

Tne Portuguese synagogue, "Shearith Israel," m 


West Nineteenth street, near Fifth avenue, was the 
scene yesterday of Impressive and unique cere- 
monies. It was the first day of Pentecost, and in. 
commemoration of this solemn festival the syna- 
gogue was profusely decorated with flowers ana 
evergreens. 
The pillars and galleries, with the 


altar ana ark, were all decked with wreaths and 
festoons of beautiful flowers, upon which the light 
from tae candles around the altar and before the 
ark shed a mellow and softening light. The in- 
terior or the synagogue form"! a perfect square, with 
the exception of the ceiling, which is a dome, ana Is 
painted in light ana agreeable colors. In front of 
the entrance to the synagogue proper is 


THE ALTAR, 


standing nearly in the centre of the building. It 
Is made of black walnut, with a railing of the same 
wood, and is raised some feat above the ground. 
The reading desk is draped in rich brocaded satin. 
In front of the altar Is the ark, which forms the most 
prominent feature or ths interior. Before it are four 
large candles. Four red marble pillars, two on each 
side, support an arch, in the centre of which are the 
Ten Commandments on marble. The bases of the 
pillars are square and are of green marble. Between 
the pillars are sliding doors or black walnut wood, 
which, when thrown open, display the interior of 
the ark, which contains the books of the law writ- 
ten upon scrolls of silk ana moire antique of differ- 
ent colors. Before the ark hangs the "perpetual" 
lamp, made ol an oriental pattei n. There are two gal- 
leries to this temple. The first is the one in which the 
fair ones sit, "the observed of all observers." It 
runs round three sides of the structure, and was 
filled yesterday with

arrayed In the newest modes. Above this gallery is 
a smaller one, taking up but one side of the build- 
ing, and is used bv the choir, which Is composed en- 
tirely of male vole'es, there being nine boys ana thir- 
teen adults. The choir is well trained ana is under 
the able leadership of Mr. Silberberg. Tne tenor is 
Mr. Benham, who gave evidence yesterday of having 
a well cultured voice in his line solo, the air of which 
was taken from the opera of "L'Eclalr." The basso is 
Mr. Hememann. The synagogue is under the gov- 
ernment or five trustees, or which Mr. A. B. B. Mo- 
ses Is President, Judge Caidozo Vice President, and 
Messrs. Daniel Benrlmo, Jonas Phillips and Mr. 
Grata Nathan (the Assistant Corporation Attorney) 
the associates. The Treasurer is Mr. Alfred Tobias 
and the Secretary is Mr. Isaac Phdhps. The

The house of worship of the Jewish congregation 


Anshi Chesed, m Norfolk street, near Stanton, was 
yesterday the scene of quite impressive ceremonies, 
it being the festival of Shebuoth or Jewish Pente- 
cost, the anniversary of tne revelation of the law on 
Mount Sinai, also called the Feast of Weeks. This 
congregation, though adhering to the essential 
rules of the Mosaic doctrine, has yet adopted some 
of 
tbe moderate reforms, 
such 
as consist 


of simplifications of the service, adding a choir and 
an organ, and doing away with the old custom of 
seating the males apart fronvthe females of tne con- 
gregation, as may stilt be seen In some of the very 
orthodox synagogues.

Kantrowitz, of tlie Beth Israel Bickur Cholim syna- 
gogue, in Christie street, preached in behalf, of the 
famished Israelites of Western Bussia, who are ar- 
riving by hundreds in tills city. The Hebrew chari- 
table Institutions of New York have done their ut- 
most to 
obtain 
employment 
for 
the 1m- 


-mense number of 
their 
co-religionists 
who 


are 
daily 
landing 
in 
New 
York, 
but 


the strain has been so heavy that it has been deemed 
necessary to call upon all Israelites in this country 
to co-operate in the work. To Jacob Kaatrowitz 
belongs the honor, to a great extent, of Inaugurating 
this movement. The Israelite Universal Alliance 
are forwarding weekly Instalments of emigrants 
from Western Kussia, who arrive in this city penni- 
less. A large number come in bad health, owmc to 
the deprivations they have endured. The task of 
giving relietto such numbers of applicants is a most 
serious undertaking. With reference to the desola- 
tion which had fallen UDOII the Jews of Western 
Kussia, he remarked, famine 


GAUNT, HOLLOW-EYED FAMINE, 
has laid its withering hand upon their heads and 
starvation has marked them for Its own. Ol them 
it may be said, "The tongue of the sucking child 
cleaveth to the roor or his mouth ror thirst; the 
young children ask bread, and no man breaketh it 
unto them." The appeal for funds was moit suc- 
cessful, and a very large amount was subscribed 
owing in a no small measure to the wondrously elo- 
quent address and the rich, sonorous voice of the 
speaker.

Potter, who welcomed him cordially, said ne had 
been expecting nm and urged him to preach in a 
little tabernacle which he haa erected in the forest, 
potter had been unable hitherto to find a preacher 
suited to his taste. U8 believed in the ultimate sal- 
vation of all, and the Calvlhista and others were too 
gloomy m their tenets, and dwelt too much on the 
wrath, or God and not enough on His wonaerfui 
love. Murray was inauced to preach to the few 
hunters and farmers who frequented the place, and 
thus commenced his evangelical labors.

But His love vras not 
satisfied with the mere creation of man: He wished 
to raise him to. a sort of supernatural state, and 
made him as it were His chfld, that man mlpthu 
serve and adore Hun, not from fear, but from love.
